Sunk by British 
Patrol Boat 


Livegpugol, Ang. 31,—The German 
sabia which sank\the White Star 
liner Arabic on August 19 was herself 
sunk by a British patrol boat the day 
following the sinking of the liner, it 
lecame known today. 

The submarine continued its raiding: 
the day following its attack on the 
Arabic, when it attacked the Houlder 
liner Nicosin, and while it was holding 
up that steamer, a patrol ship sudden 
fy appeared and cimmediately began 
shelling the submarine. The under- 
water craft sank immediately, and all 
of its crew perished, 

GERMANY THINKS IT IS LOST. 

BERLIN, Aug. 31.—The German

possibly had foundered or had been 
sunk by the British. A high official 
of the Admiralty, ingagain declaring

Hope to be around 
again in a day or so. I think I have 
been working a little too hard lately. 
I took a lesson in the Morse code on 
the buzzer, and was attached to the 
telephonists on the Ist of July. It. is 


the ‘fellows on the guns as we go out 
to the firyt line trenches for 48 hours’ 
duty every four days. Two fellows go 
ata time. We all have to take our 
turn. The trench we go to is the one 
hext to the German trench.s They are 
about 400 yards apart, where our tele- 
phone station is located. That is the 
closest I have been to the Germans yet. 
and you can believe me it is as close | 
as 1 want to get. 

Wo lave a little fun dodging shells, 
getting from our battery to the 
trenches at times, but we are quite 
used to it now, and don’t mind them 
very much. You should liave scen me 
the other day. I was going down the 
road to the“trenches with one of our 
linemen to fix a wire, and this road 
is shelled. nearly every day. We were 
walking along, talking to oach other 
quite unconcerned, whon we heard a 
big ‘coal box” sailing straight for us. 
I thonght it would drop right on us, 
so we both beat it for a big ditch by 
the side of the road close to @Phedge. 
A fellow don’t have time to look where 
he ducks in these cases, so in getting 
out of the way I ran and dove off the 
side of the ditch into a patch of net- 
tles. I had my coat off'and my sleeves 
rolled up, as it was a warm day. Three 
shells came over while 1 was lyinz in 
the nettles,.and you should hare scen 
my arms when I got ont of + there.

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SCOTLAND'S PALLADIUM. 


A Femous Piece of Artillery fa Ancient 
Mons Meg. 

in the most honvrable location In the 
Argyit Lattery of Edinburgh cnstle Is a 
huge piece of ancient artillery which ts 
known as Mons Meg. This ol@ fash- 
Joved plece of ordtance ts held in the 
bighest esteem by the Scottish people; 
infact. It holds 2 position In thelr 
bearts similar to ofr feelings toward 
our own'Liberty bell. 

Mons Meg was made at Mons, Bel- 
glum, about the year 1503, by order of 
James IV. and was named Meg in 
bonor of bis wife, Margaret Tudor, the 
daughter of Heury VE. Its great bulk 
and weight reodered it almost worth- 
less In those days of hand to hand con- 
dicts, However, it was used on special 
oceasiona to help celebrate national 


events. In the reports of the financial’ 


transactions of the times may ‘be 
found charges for “grease for Meg's 
mouth” (this was used to Increase the 
Joudness of the report), ribbons to deck 
ber carriage and pipes to be played 
before ber when sccompanying the 
Scottish army on an expedition. After 
the union in 1707 the people feared 
that the “odious surrender of national 
independence” would: be consummated 
the removalof Mons Meg to Eng- 
land. In 1767 the piece was removed 
to’ Woolwich, but it was restored to 
Scotland in 1828, “to quiet the people.” 
Although only a-mere mass of rusty’ 
tron, it is.revered by the people today 
and: is always decorated with thistle 
and other Sowers on unniversary days 
In processions it bus always had the 
place of honor, ‘but recently. it was de- 
cided that it¢ was dangerous to submit 
it to the shock of cartage, and vow it 
looks down from its resting place over 
the great Scot city.—Chicugo Herald.

Healis,. chauffeur for Dr. Mohr and 
driver of the automobile at the time 
the attack was made; Cecil Victor 
Brown, hostler: for Dr. Mohr up to 
about three weeks ago and Henry 
Spellfan, Brown‘s half brother. 

The following confession was sworn 
to and signed by Cecil Brown early 
this morning and later the two other 
negroes confessed. fndividually, to 
their share in the crime as set ‘forth 
In Brown's statement: 

“I Cecil Victor Brown, 27 years old, 
of 39 Hammond street, Boston, aw 
Elizabeth F. Mohr Monday night,\be- 
tween 8 and 9 p.m., August 30, 1915> 
She sent for me and told me_to pre- 
pare to kill Dr. Mohr because she 
could not stand this any longer. 1 
did not want to do it. Then she sald: 
“There Is something in it for you. I 
will put you in.the garage business. 
Don’t be afraid, as I stand in with all 
the detectives and chief down In New- 
port and the judges in Province," 

“She sald If we got in any trouble 
she would spend her last doljar.to get 
us out of it and be sure to tell George 
(Healis) to come over so as she could 
have a‘talk with him, After nine 
days she sald she would have eyvery- 
thing settled; that is, her part of the 
estate. She also said she did not 
know if his other two children, be- 
longing to first wife, would come in 
for their share, and she would pay 
me $2,000 and also pay George $2,000 
and Henry (Spellman) $1,000, and if 
she had enough left she would give 
me $500 more. 

“There is.no need of being scared, 
everything will,yblow over.

_\ The belligerent country has not to 
weigh its every action with equisite 
Bicety, because war gives wide liberty, 
though it still must walk with guarded 
footéteps where neutral nations are 
concerned; it must have strict régard 
for their rights under the rules of in- 
ternational law and the long prece- 

"5 dents of naval warfare. The neutral 
country, however, which stands, as it 

Were, between the combatants, holding 
the balance level, has a task that tests 
ite statesmanship and the character of 

_ its people as it is never tested in or- 

dinary peace times, or in ordinary war 
times. In this extraordinary war the 
American Government and American 
people have been supremely tested, and 
they have stood the test nobly. The 
United States—the chief of all neutral 
nations—has 2 gravely important part 
to play both from the moral and from 
what may be called the political side, 
Four of the greatest nations of the 
Bepice World are at war and it is natural that 
each of the two sets of Leliigerents wish 
forthe moral support of nins«ty millions 
of people, whose power through their 
government. to-affect the ultimate re- 
‘gulf'of the war by their influence with 
other ueutral countries, cannot be 
ip + Sver-eatimated. Official bias in deal-

“kinds—would have as serious an effect 
upon the ultimate decision of the war 
as active participation. 
; I¢ must be said that, in a position 
of immense delicacy, the United 
States has interpreted ner official nou- 
traljty with an unimpeachable fidelity 
to'long established rules. The position 
is not a new one. Every great neutral 
nation in turn has had to face the 
samo delicate and intricate problems in 
time of war, and cvery government 
one time or another hag been attacked 
by the people of its own country as 
well as by the bellizerents for not de- 
parting from atrict neutrality to meet 
*a by no means strictly controlled pub- 
«lie sentiment, 
Never, however, alnce tho rules con- 
trolling the conduct of nations in time 
“= * of war have taken form, either by pre- 
cedent or by the written rule of the 
Declaration of Paris, has any neutral 
Hation bad to face tho difficulties at- 
tached to its neutrality such as have 
. faced the United States since August 
1914. Sho has bad to make protest, 
of to seek explanation, of acts of naval 
warfare of this country in which there 
were certainly elements of anxiety for 
our Foreign Office and the Govern- 
ment; but whether it was the question 
of the Dacia and the purchase of ships, 
of the Wilhelmina and contraband, or 
the new blockade, which differed from 
_» other blockades of the past in that it 
was wider in area and yet less severe 
upon nolitrals, a temperatencss, 2 
courtesy and moderation have been 
shown for which this country cannot 
be too grateful. ; 
That temperateness, moderation and 
_ courtesy, however, have not by a hair's 
_ breadth infringed the rights of our 
.. foes under international law. Since 
“2 ¢his‘war began there has breathed 
through the official actions of the Am- 
merican Government in relation to this 
country the spirit of Abraham Lincoln 
—and no higher tribute can be paid 
to any Government than that. 
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LINCOLN’S EXAMPLE IN 
INTERNATIONAL QUESTIONS. 
* At the time of the Civil War a most 
delicate question arose between the 
United #Btates -and this country, 
namely, the seizure of the British 
e packet-ship Trent by tho United States 
vey man-of-war San Jacinto. On board the 
Trent were two representatives of the 
pecession government, Messrs. Mason 
and Slidell, The British Government

demanded the relede of the envoys, on 
the ground that the Trent should not 
have been seized, and that under the 
British flag the two envoys were im- 
mune from capture, The British Gor-' 
ernment protested.. The cry, ‘They 
shall never be given up,” was univers- 
ally heard in the United States. Pub- 
lic opinion was stormy and indignant. 
Then it was that Lincoln, in peril of 
his own political position, of his in- 
fluence upon his own people, and at o 
most critical time in the history of the 
Civil War, insisted that the seizure 
was not lawful ‘under international 
law; declared that Great Britain was 
adhering to principles for which the 
United States had gone to war with 
her in 1812, and that Mason and Sli- 
dell must be given up. In the face of 
threats and widespread anger, Lincoln 
stood by the principles of international 
law, not as a pedant, but as a patriot, 
to whom the perfect honor of his peo- 
ple and his country was more than all 
else. 

Every effort has been made by Ger- 
many, through political pressure by 
German-Americans, by the incitement 
of racial feeling cultivated by the Ger- 
man Ambassador and by Herr Derh- 
burg’s publicity bureau, with its im- 
mense ramifications, to move President 
Wilson toward an abandonment of the 
strict rules of neutrality by probibit- 
ing the export of munitions of war to 
the Allies. Had President Wilson 
yielded ‘to this political pressure he 
would have sacrificed that neutrality 
which, with a great anxiety and dili- 
gent care, his Gorernment has stend- 
fastly preserved. That Germany can- 
not avail herself of the open market 
for war munitions in tho United 
States is due to the fact that with her 
great navy, which for wenty-five 
years she has steadily. developed, she 
is unable, in the ‘presenco of the Bri- 
tish nayal force, to protect those muni- 
tions of war and supplies which she 
would buy of the United States if she 
could. Great Britain’s army on the 
Continent of Europe is infinitely 
smaller than that of Germany, and is, 
therefore, at a great disadvantage. 

Germany's nary is smaller than that 
of Great Britain, and is therefore at 
a disadvantage; and the United States 
would indeed be performing an un- 
neutral act if it sought, by sbandon- 
ing, the ordinary rules of neutrality, 
to adjust thoce disproportions between 
the two bellizerents on Jand or sea by 
whatever means. The American Gor- 
ernment has pursued the only policy 
possible to a nation desirous of pre- 
serving its deservedly high reputation 
in the field of diplomacy. Its foroign 
‘policy has never deviated from the 
atraight line'of perfect rectitude in all 
its history. 

It has been in tune and sympathy 
with the high-mindedness and sensible 
idealism of the American people in re- 
gard to great events in the, world’s 
history as its events march past. The 
influence of American public opinion 
is always thrown on the sido of right 
as that opinion secs it, not on the side 
of prejudice. It can be truthfully said 
that the American people stand for 
“Charity to all. and malice toward 
none.’ It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that all the combatants in this 
great war desire at least American 
good opinion, while Germany has de- 
sired, not only the good opinion, but 
an active aupport—not through arm- 
ios and navies, but through the mani- 
pulation’ and distortion of neutral 
rights in her favor.

German-American poli- 
tical influence, ‘and the threat of what 
it could do,.was not a very logical posi- 
tion for a logical nation like the Ger- 
mans to take up; because if the feel- 
ing, or influence, of sections of the 
‘American people is to be considered, 
then, on the basis of the majority rul- 
ing, the American Government must 
have abandoned its strict neutrality in 
favor of the Allies; for we are assured 
in the 
United States that the overwhelming 
majority of the American people are 
in sympathy with our cause. That is 
acknowledged bitterly and viciously by 


in this 
country who have been as illogical, as 
unreasonable and as unwise as the Ger- 


mans, They have been unable to un- 
dcrstand why,:wben the American peo- 
ple, by an immense, majority, favored 
the cause of the Allies, the American 
ater should remain neutral, or 

ald not completely and openly sup- 

4. the Allies. They cannot unde! 
stand why the United States should 
not have officially condemned Ger- 
many for its violation of Belgian neu- 
trality.. The position is short-sighted 
and unjust. I do not hesitate to say; 
that the universal condemnation of 
the violation of Belgian neutrality, 
with the crue! and murderous treat- 
ment of the Belgian people; through a 
process of official atrocity committed 
ou such towns as Dinant, Aerschot, 
Malines, Louvain and Termonde, has 
in its spontancity and freedom from 
official direction, an infinitely greater 
effect upon the world than any official 
repiusch, with its carefully worded 
phrases could hare had. 

Tho newspapers and the people of 
the United States hare been free to ex- 
press themselves untrammeled by‘ any 
complications which might hare oc 
curred if, for instance, Germany had 
told the United States to mind her 
own business on the receipt of an of- 
ficial’ note’ conveying reproach. The 
reply of'the #w dissatisfied people here 
to this would be, ‘‘Ah, then, the Unit- 
ed States, if she were challenged by 
Gerniany, would abandon ber neutral- 
ity and take part in the war on the 
side af the Allies!’ To very many 
others, howerer, it is infinitely better 
for the world's sake,'and I believe for 
our own, that the United States should 
not abandon her neutrality. 

It may be that many more nations 
than are at war in Rurope, will bo in- 
volred hefore winter has como. In the 
interests of a stablo civilization it is 
essential that the steadying, whole- 
some, dispassionate and honorable in- 
fluence of the United States should, 
unhampered by tho terrible restric- 
tions of belligerency, be used in the 
interests of the ‘small nations of the 
whole world when the end of this war 
comes. Against militarism, and tho 
result of militarism, the United States 
is opposed to a man.’ She will decide 
—she has decided for herself—whether 
this nation and this Empiro is a -mlli- 
taristic nation and Empire. We do 
not fear her scrutiny in this regard; 
we welcome the closest study of our 
policy and our practice; and that is 
why the vast majority of us in this 
country feel that the United States can 
serve the hest interests of civilization 
by remaining ontside the,ring of this 
contest—her. Government neutral offi- 
cially and firmly impartial. That does 
not mean, however, that the people of, 
the United States shall not he vocal 
in théir sympathy, and individually 
active, according to conscience, in sup- 
port of any set of belligerents. 

Conceive what would be the state of 
Belgium today if the United States 
had abandoned her neutrality in favor 
of the Allies. Millions in Belgium 
would be starving. Since August last 
the Uyited States has been busy in 
the inferests of humanity, lessening 
the horrors of war by hospital relief, 
providing comforts and necessities 
“through an awful winter for the 
wounded of wll tho nations engaged, 
and every week there comes from her 
shores the especiat gifts of each state 
—ships loaded with flour and food of 
all kinds for a people whose land has 
been denuded, as locusts ravage the 
fields of ripened grain and leave them 
bare- If for no other reason the neu- 
trality of the United States should be 
welcomed by every British man, be- 
cause of what she had done for suffer- 
ing, starving, tortured Belgium.

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sufficient clothing, insufficient food, 
and have suffered ag no German pris- 
oners hare n compelled to suffer in 
this country. \Even at this day, in 
spite of the proposals made by the 
British Government for an agreea sys- 
tem of treatment of prisoners by both 
countries, and in spite.of what the 
American embassies have done, the 
suffering still is unpardonably great. 
It would have been terrible, howerer, 
had not*the American Embassy  offi- 
cials, with’a disregard for all personal 
considerations or of the labor imposed 
upon them, performed a daily service 
as chivalrous as it was insistent for 
our unfortunate fighting men in cap- 
tivity. 

Few people inthe United States con- 
ceive that it is the duty of the govern- 
ment to join injthis conflict; but if it 
were the duty pf the American Gor- 
ernment to engage in it, and it re- 
frained;-it is'thé American people, and 
not ourselves, who should protest and 
maek their Goternment do its duty. 
The American people havo a certain 
prejudice in favor of making up their 
own minds; and that is why they hare 
resented so strennously and scathingly 
tho campaign of the German press bur- 
eau in'the United States. 

Newspaper men in this country will 
gallantly agree that the American 
press has exhibited the greatest enter- 
priso and shown extraordinary ability 
in dealing with the war in their edi- 
torial columns, “Wo hear more often 
than is agreeable to those who know 
the real facta of the sensationalism of 
American: newspapers. Well, in any 
case, that sensationalism in most cases 
does not extend to editorial columns. 
Bold type and leading and catch-head- 
ings are no longer the monopoly of the 
American press; and sometimes I am 
not sure whether I am in Broadway or 
Piccadilly whon I open a newspaper 
in my bed in the morning. When 1 
see 2 heading running across & page 
in type a half-inch high, I feel that I 
ought to order a clam chowder and 
Johnny-cake for breakfast. The know- 
ledge, information and capacity which 
have marked the leadipg articles in 
many American papers since the war 
began aré a credit to journalism. The 
treatment of difficult questiona be- 
tween England and the Tnited States, 
like that of contraband, purchase of 
ships, blockade, etc., has been remark- 
ably restrained and courteous—far 
more so than if the questions eres 
purely local ones and concerned only 
their own government, id 

Tho American people have made up 
their minds regarding this war, as they 
do about most questions relating to 
countries in Europe, quite independ: 
ently of any racial prejudice. The 
American people are not with Great 
Britain in this war because so many 
Americans are come of British stock ; 
they were not with us in the Boer war; 
they do not allow tho fact that they 
speak -the English language to infln-! 
ence them in favor of the English. 
The South spoke English when the 
North determined to compel it to re- 
main within the Union. 

No, the American people are with 
us not because of common racial origin 
or sentiment, but because they think 
we nre right and that Germany is 
wrong; because of their hatred of the 
violation of Belgian neutrality; be- 
cause they detest the militarism which 
would impose one civilization and one 
set of. national theories by force of 
arms upon the rest of the world. In- 
stead of being prejudiced in gir favor 
because of ties of language or of or- 
igin, the American people have been 
largely prejudiced in favor _ of Ger- 
many over many years. They havo re- 
garded German universities.as fount- 
ins of modern culture, research and 
disciplined thought. < 

In every important American college 
are German teachers, or German- 

taught teachers; and American boya 
and girls have been educated in Ger- 
many by tens of thousands, Tho Am- 
erican people have had n great admir- 
ation for German unity—and Bis- 
marck; they hare had a wholesomo re- 
spect for what they believe to be the 
homely virtues of the German people 
as a whole; but they are convinced 
that the German people have been

government at Washington whether 
they have fully estimated the valuo of 
the moral support given to us by the 
people of the United States. Is there 
no material power in sympathy? The 
voice that says outside the ring, ‘‘Your 
cause is just; fight on,”’ gives a higher 
voltage of energy. Sympathy maketh 
for understanding, and that under- 




























































































standing was never more valuable than |- 


when we departed from the old tradi- 
tional blockade and relied upon the 
United States to see that our inter- 
pretation of the principles of interna- 
tional faw had not been changed by 
the nqw practice we were compelled to 
make. Sympathy disarms suspicion 
of motive and of act: The withheld- 
ing of that sympathy by the American 
people would mean a reduction in our 
national strength, would close up 
avenues of moral support worth twenty 
army corps. 

I received a pathetic letter from a 
veteran of the American Civil War 
living in Boston. He said: ‘You want 
our sympathy. I can understand how 
much you want it by the extent wo 
wanted yours in our Civil War, and 
were not sure of it. Well, you have 
cur sympathy with all our hearts.” 

t Nothing that has ever been said up- 

on this matter of, international sym- 
pathy and moral support has the 
meaning ahd poignancy of the teply of 
Abraham Lincoln to an, address from 
the workingmen of Lancashire. 

Americans should remember what 
Lancashire suffered in the American 
Civil War through the blockade en- 
forced against the South, and that 
these very Lancashire men, suffering 
from unemployment and on the verge 
of starration, still had the ‘conraye 
and magnanimity to offer their sympa- 
thy to Lincoln’s Government, which 
was cutting them off. from work -and 
food. To their noble_utterance, this 
was Lincoln’s reply: Saeed 
“1 know and deeply’ deplore the suf 
ferings which the workingmen of 
Manchester, and in all Europe, are 
called to endure in thig crisis. It has 
been often and studios represented 
that the attempt to ‘overthrow this 
government, which was built on the 
foundation of huprah rights, and to 
substitute for it.gne which should rest 
exclusively on the basis of human 
slavery was likey to obtain the favor 
of Europe. Under the circumstances, 
I cannot but regard your decisive ut- 
terances upon the question as an in- 
stance of sublime Christian heroism, 
which has not been surpassed in any 
age or in any country. I do 
not doubt that sthe sentiments you 
hare expressed will ho sustained by 
your great nation; or, on the other 
hand, I have no hesitation in assuring 
you that they will excite admiration, 
eatecm, and the mast reciprocal fecl- 
ings of friemlshin among the American 
people, 1 haw this interchanze of 
sentiment as an angury ‘that, what- 
ever else may happen, whatever mis- 
fortune may befall your country, a8 
ms own, the peace and friendship 
which now exist between the two na- 
tions will be, as it shall be my desire 
to make them, perfected.” 

Here and there in thia country it has 
been aaid that the United States kept 
silence officially whtn Relgium was in: 
vaded, but became agitated and vocal 
when American commerce was touch- 
ed: that she was chiefly concerned in 
making money out of this war. It is 
not really necessary to reply to such 
foolish statemonts; but if it were the 
critic could be reminded — again and 
again, when other countries hare been 
at war, Great Britain has been charged 
with commercial selfishnéss and anx- 
idty to secure advantage and make 
money out of other people’s troublos; 
and it is perfectly true that in the 
early part and the middle part of last 
century Great Britain did profit by the 
wars which upsct tho trade and com- 
merce and industry of other countries. 

The almighty heart is still stronger 
in the United States than tho almighty 
dollar. The American people may rest 
assured that in this country the im- 
menso majority are deeply and pro- 
foundly grateful to them for their 
chivalrous and genuine sympathy; not 
only because it is sympathy, but be- 
cause tho American people have made 
up their minds that we are right and 
that ‘our enemies are wrong in this’ 
war; that our aims were peaceful 
aims, and the purposes of our enemy 
were purposes of- warfare for territor- 
fal and material gain. Wo should 
have had many searchings of conscience 
if the judgment of the American peo- 
ple had gove against ua at this time. 
Removed from European complications 
the United States is a great court of.

For ten year3 Barnhardt has lived 
in a fine home in Forest City, Ark., 
where he was the leading citizen of 
the town und director on the largest 
bank. 

For years Barphardt has made peri- 
odieal trips over the country and re- 
turned each time with thousands of 
dollars. The police charge that on 
each of these trips be obtained large 
loans on fraudulent deeds. 

As “John W. Kilne’’ Barnhsrdt is 
said to have appeared here in 1893 and 
represented himself as a man of in- 
dependent means. He got a $40,000 
cash loan. The deed proved a forgery 


aud Kilne was arrested on two 
charges—forgery and>grand larceny. 
He plesd@# guilty to the latter and 


served twotyeara in state's prison. 
Barnhardt sought owners of valu- 
shle real estate and “told: them he 
wanted to buy property. On the pre- 
tence that- he wished \ to investigate, 
the titles he would Obtain the war- 
ranty deed. Then a clever forgery of 
the document would be made, and 
Rarnhardt would appear in ‘a nearby 
community and negotiate the loan. 
‘The system hag netted the prisoner 
more than $1,000,000, the police say.

(Canadian Prese Special) 

LONDON, Sept. 8.—An army opder 
issued by Grand Duke Nicholas. who 
has been commander-if-chief of the 
Russian army,—eonreys the inference 
that Emperor Nicholas, in assuming 
supreme command\of his armed forces, 
has supplanted the Grand Duke. 

The Grand Duke's order, addressed 
to “the valiant army and ficet,’”’

The first large snipment of gold 
and securities to strengthen the Bri- 
tish credit in this country was receiv- 
ed here Augnst 12, and consisted of

No Removal of the Embargo on 
Canadian Cattle 


There is, apparently, no prospect of 
the removal of the embargo on the im- 
portation of Canadian cattle, which at 
present must be slaughtered within 
twelve days of debarkatlon. 

A deputation representing the Free 
Importation of Canadian Cattle As- 
sociation and the Co-operative Union, 
which was received privately by Lord 
Sdborne, President of the Board of 
Agriculture, recently, urged the re-} 
moval of the embargo as a remedy for 
dear meat. 

Lord Selborne could give no hope 
that the embargo would be removed, 
but he sald he was doing all he could 
fo get moro cattle Imported from the 
Colonies for slaughter at the ports of 
arrival, 2 

One of the points made hy the depu- 
tation was’hat the herds in thia coun- 
try are belng scriously depleted. Lon! 
Selborne replied that, notwithstand- 
ing the scarcity of. meat, there were 
more cattle {n the country now than 
there had been for a few years past. 
High. meat prices, he sald, were duc 
S smaller Colonial supplies. 

A deputation walted on Sir Robert

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Trade Under War Conditions. 
War aticks out prominently in the 
array of figures showing tho-trade of 
Canada for the twelve months ended 
March, 1915, as compared with trade 
for the same months In former years, 
It is shown that for 1915 tho duty 
collected in Canada amounted to 
$79,183,489. Although this is‘a not- 
able decrease from 1914 and 1915, It 
must be remembered that those yeare 
were somewhat abnormal. ‘They wero, 
to an extent at least, boom years, The 
articles’ that came into Cayada were 
made up of luxurica und neceasaltics. 
The luxuries paid a high duty. It 
may be-well to compare the 1915 
duties collected with those of the 
year 1912. In that year dutics 
amounted to $87,548,536, so that the 
decrease is less than $9,000,000. 
These Sgures should be considered In 
view of the determination of the Gov 
ernment:-to impose war taxcs to bring 
up the falling revenues. There {sno 
reason why, even without war condi- 
tions, the revenues of 1915 (for the 
fiscal year ended March) should cven 
approximate those for 1913 and 1914

“The Use to Which You Will Put the 
Room Will Influence Your Choice of 
Fabric For Your Boheme of Furniture 
Covering. 


There is such an infinite variety of 
materials for furniture covering that it 
is almost impossible to include all types 
in a brief discussion, Leather, wool, 
allk, inen and cotton are all used. 
Leather 1s digtified looking, and the 


good qualities are durable, bat in the 


cheaper grades the surface tends to 
wear off and crack, and it is often 


rather stiff and uncomfortable. Silk 


materiais are appropriate in certain 
places, but are too expensive for com- 
mon use, except perhaps for cushiov 
covers, hangings and possibly for the 
covering of a choice plece of furniture. 
Cotton is inexpensive and does’ not 
wear through quickly, buvoften it does 
not hold its color well and also catches 
dirt easily. Nevertheless it is fre 
quently used in cretonnes, chintzes and 
similar printed goods and in low priced 
velours, tapestries, etc. 

It is worth noting that mercerizing 
and some of the other new methods of 
treating cotton during 4ts manufacture 
have improved its appearance and also 
its wearing qualities, Linen is oc 
easionally used in materials similar to 


chintzes, but its most common use in- 


furniture coverings and draperies is in 
velours, a sort of heavy velvet material 
which is also made in cotton, but 
which 1s more durable in linen. 
. Except for the fact that moths and 
Duffaso beetles are so likely to dam- 
age it, wool is probably the most satis- 
factory fiber for upholstery. It Is 
more durable than silk or cotton, does 
not catch dirt as easily as the 
latter, and holds its color excellently. 
It Is made into a great variety of ma- 
terials—damasks, tapestries, plushes, 
etc. 

The use to which the room fs to be 
put infuences the selection’ of ma- 


terials in furniture coverings and drap- |* 


eries. Gay, light chintxes or cretonnes 
are appropriate for a bedroom, which 
one Wishes to have clean and airy Jook- 
ing, whereas for a Mring room sub- 
stantial looking material like velours or 
tapestry would be more suitable, 


CLEANING HINT. 


Hew to Remove Grease Spots Effeo- 
tively With an Absorbent. 
In temoving a grease spot It is best 
to try an absorbent, for the absorbents 
are alt harmicss to materials and easily 
applied. Flour or cornstarch sprinkled 
on Mnen inimediately will remore all 
spots. It should be left on for eis 
hours, but a warm Iron placed ¢ 
cloth over the powder and left 
cold will hasten the process, 
Turpentine or any of the other sol- 
vents may be used with an genievent 
powder to make a paste f dpreading 
over the’spot. When sponging a. spot 
if one commences at the outside and 
works toward the center spreading of 
the. grease fs avoided. It ts always 





safer to test the cleanser on a scrap of 
the material to see that the color {s not 
affected. The use of a piece of the 
materia! for a sponge also lessens thu 
Hability of changing the color. The 
sponging should be completed by rub- 
bing with a plece of dry cloth. 

Chloroform and ether are best for 
removing grease from delicate fabrica.

Cinnamon Buns.—Sift the following 
dry ingredients: Two cupfuls flour, two 
teaspoonfuls baking powder, one-half 
teaspoonful of butter or other short 
ening and enough milk to hold togeth- 
er, about a quarter of a cup, Roll out

tablespoonfuls or leas of meltud butter 
abd sprinkle with two tablespoonfuls 
each of raisins and currants and half 
a cupful of brown sugur and a little 
cinnamon, Roll like jelly roll and cut 
in slices about two inches thick.

utes, then brush with hot milk aad 
molasses and brown.

Quick Cinnamon Bread.—Sift togeth- 
er twice hal€ a teaspoonful each of 
salt and clonamon, three teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, a cup of flour and 
balf a cupful of sugar. Then add a 
beaten egg ‘mixed with baif a cupfal 
of milk and four ‘tablespoonfuls of 
Melted butter. Spread in a sheet in a 
big layer cake tin and sprinkle with 
cinnamon and sugar.

British. Forces 
Occupy City on 
Gulf of Persia 


Action Taken In Reprisal For Mur- 
der of Two British Officers. 


LONDON, Sept. 9.—Because of tho 
killing of two British officers near 
Bushire, Persia, and the failure of the 
Porsian Government to punish the 
tribal chiefs concerned in the affair, 
who, it is declared, were assiated by 
Germans, Bushire, a city of upwards 
of 15,000 population, on the Persian 
Gulf, was occupied by the British 
without opposition on Aug. 8, accord- 
Ing to advices received by Reuter’s 
Telegram Co. 

| Conditions in Persia are going from 

bad to wore, the advices add. The 
Persian Central Telegraph line has 
been cut since Aug. 16 and the road 
from Bushire Is completely blocked. 
The gendarmen it {8 declared, are 
unpaid and dissatisfied and fighting is 
reported among the tribes outside of 
Kashan, between Teheran and. Ispa- 
han,

Glorious Record: 
Of Princess Pats 


Of Original 1,100 Men Only 13 Un- 
scathed Up to 8th of May. 


OTTAWA, Sept. 10—A few glimpses 
of the glorious record of the Princess 
Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry 
were given to a press ‘correspondent 
this afternoon by Licut. M, S,.DeBay 
of Caledonia Springs, who is home’ on 
sick leave with two shrapnel wounds 
in his arm. Lieut. DeBay, who is of 
Belgian ancestry, was the last to be 
wounded of the officers who went with 
the regiment from Ottawa twelve 
months ago. Only one .other, officer 
and twelve men had’ up ‘to Ma: 
when he was wounded; remained of 
scathed. Of tho 1,100 men who* wen 
from Ottawa every one but these thir- 
teen has appeared on the country's 
roll of honor, either as dead er yround- 
ed or invalided. 

The army records show that upwards 
of 3,000 men have passed through the 
regiment since it first went under fire 
on January 6. At present the regi- 
ment is being beld in support, and is 
having a well-earned rest- It is again 
up to strength, having been recruited 
largely from men from McGill Uni- 
versity, Montreal. 





HAVE NEVER RETIRED. » 
“We have never retired before the 
Germans yet,’ said Lieut. DeBay. 
“At Hooge, where I was wounded in a 
four days’. fight, we started in with 
650 men... We came out with 160. But 
we held our trenches, though our sup- 
ports on each side had to fall back.’” 
Just how heavy the fighting was may 
be gauged from the fact that not a 
single man of the orizinal front line 
escaped death or wounds. On the sec- 
ond day n part of the regiment was or- 
dered back to the supporting trenches 
for a few hours’ rest. During ¢that 
“rest'’ more thgn forty,men were hit. 
Tho regiment was brigaded from the 
first with General Snow's 27th Divis- 
ion, which included the pick, of the 
British army, and which has probably 


seen more fighting than any other Bri- |- 


tish Division. Lieut. DeBay said that 
the Princess Patricia's losses were only 
proportionate to those of the other re- 
giments in the division. 

Col. Buller, who commasidls the regi- 
ment, and who lost ah eye last 
spring, is probably. by this'time again 
with his regiment. Tho temper of the 
regiment’s commanding officer may be 
gauged from the fact, that when in 
hospital he was told that an artificial 
eye Mould hare to*be ~ “inserted, and 
that the only ones ‘obtainable’ were 
“made in Germany.” “He declared 
that he would prefer to go, through 
life without the eye rather than use 
anything made by the enemy.

The enemy had planned an attack on 
the Russian’ positions on Wednesday, 
and for this purpose they concentrat- 
ed against Tarnopol two’German di- 
visions, including “the Guards, and 
one Austrian brigade, supported by a 
large quyhtity of artillery. 

The Russians forestaljed them by a 
sudden advance on Tuesday, routing 
the enemy's army corps and capturing 
8,000 odd prisoners, with thirty guns. 
The enemy had to-pour out the am- 
munition he had accumulated for the 
attack in order to stem the Russian 
tide in pursuit of his defeated troops. 
Then the Russians went back to their 
positions on the Sereth. 

Farther down the, same river, at 
Trembowla, and on the lower Sereth, 
near its confluence with the Dniester, 
they captured many thousands more.

Of Burning Store 


Grace Has Difticalty in Account: 
lag For Stock Said to be / 
~o: Destroyed.” 


MONTREAL, Sept. 10.—Commis- 
sioner Ritchie: yesterday. began an in- 
vestigation of a fire which, although in 
itself comparatively trivial, is regard: 
ed as of sufficient importance in its 
relation | to: the thole problem. of, re- 
stricting the firo loss in the city, to de- 
mand further consideration. At 1.02 
a.m., on September 5, firemen were 
called to the store and residence of 
Simeon Goldstein, 2 grocer doing 
business at 84 St. Elizabeth street. 
Capt. Raoul Gauthier, of No. 6 sta- 
tion, who was the only witness, with 
the exception of Goldstein, who was 
examined yesterday, said that’ when, 
the men under him arrived at the 
scene of the blaze, they found a/key 
in the front door, and the fire was 
going briskly. Apparently the stock 
in the store was not large, and some 
of the rooms in the house were de- 
void of furniture. 

When Goldstein was put in the wit- 
ness chair, he was closely examined by 
Mr. A. M. Nairn, the fire adjuster, 
concerning the stock which he had in 
the store at the time of the fire. From 
the claim which he had filed with: tho 
company, it appeared that he had a 
large stock of broakfast foods of ono 
kind or another on his shelves at tho 
time of the fire, but in describing how 
these were displayed, he bad difficulty 
in explaining how they could havo 
been containehin the cubit contents of 
the shelves which. Were set aside for 
them. He said also that he had at 
the end of last week a fair supply of 
jams in glass bottles on his shelves, 
but acknowledged that there was no 
sign of broken glass in the inch or two 
of debris which littered the floor af- 
ter the fire.

Before important’ Notes, 
this, are placed on the wire, it is the 
custom generally’ to prove the accur- 
acy of the coding by deciphering it and 
comparing the results with the origin- 
al, 

The Lusitania Note was tested in 
this way and did not leave the hands 
of the chief cipher clerk until he had 
satisfied himself that when deciphered 
by Ambassador Gerard in Berlin it 
would be identical, word for word, 
with the Note as the President wrote 
it. 

The first page of the Note wes cod- 
ed at 2 p.m., and an operator bezan to 
telegraph it from the State Depart- 
ment to the Commercial Cable Com- 
pany’s office at 20 Broad street, New 
York. At this stage the message was 
in the form of a stream of Morse dots 
and dashes, which the operator in the 
cable office was busily re-translatin:: 
and trping into the same coded forin 
in which it existed at Washington. As 
the sheets were written up by this man 
they were handed to the cable oper- 
ator, who proceeded to prepare the 
message for transmission over the 
submarine cable, and at this point it 
took on another disguise—a very 
strange one indeed. 

TRE “PEANO-PLAYER.” 

It is perhaps generally known that 
the Morse code of dots and dashes em- 
plosed on land lines is not suitable for 
submarine cabling, and that another 
system, known ab the continental cablo 
code, is used. In order te ensure regu- 
larity and evenness in the transmitted 
signals, nearly-all messages, instead 
of being band-keyed, are sent by an 
attomatic transmitter.” The nearest 
example to the operation of this ma- 
chine is an automatic - piano-player. 
As in the latter the musical composi- 
tion is disguised in a maze of perfor- 
ations in a paper roll, so in the cablo 
transmitter the. message exists in the 
form of a procession of small round 
holes in a continuons strip of paper. 

Simultancously with the clicking of 
the automatic transmitter in the of- 
fice of the Commercial Cable Company, 
the signals are reecived-on a recorder 
at the distant end of the cable, once 
again in a different disguise. A paper 
tape rung through tho recorder and a 
delicate ylasa siphon draws a fine ink 
line on it.

‘ Fish Culture. 


~» ArtiGcial fish culture is a necessity 
in connection with some of Canada’s 
dest ‘food and game fishes. This is 
due in the first place to over-fishing. 
Then ‘many of the feeding and 
spawning grounds in the lakes and 
rivers have been ruined by the care- 
lees dépoeition .of industrial and 
other wastes. These conditions apply 
with especial force to such lake 
species as the whitefish, one of the 
finest of the food fishes. In 1915, ap- 
proximately 281 million whitefish {ry 
were distributed In the Great Lakes. 
; During the present season three new 
hatcheries are in operation. One of 
theae, situated near Kenora, Ontario, 
was designed for the propagation of 
whitefiah and has a capacity of 70 
million eggs. A second, at Thurlow, 
near Belleville, Ontario; replaces a 
smaller one that had becn jn opera- 
tion;in ‘former years at Newcastle. 
It will accommodate eight million 
salmon trout and over 60. miliion

CANADIANS DRINK LESS. 





hey ‘Are “Also Smoking Less 81000 | 


the War Began. 

; The national thrift engendered of 
the war and the scarcity of sponding 
money, coupled with the increased 
excise taxes, have combined to make 
Canadians smoke and drink less. The 
figures of the Inland Revenue Depart- 
ment as tg the national consumption 
of liquor and tobacco for the Inst fis- 
cal year uhow a2 ,considerable drop 
from the preceding year. There were 
nearly 800,090 fewer gallons 
apirits drunk and forty-cight million 
fewer cigars and twenty-seven mil- 
Non ‘fewer cigarettes’ smoked than 
during the preceding year, This 
marks the frst slackening in the 
growth of men’s cxpenaive habits for 
some years Jn Canada, The last de- 
crease In the national constmption of 
liquors and tobacccs synchronized 
with the financial depression of near- 
ly twenty years ago. - Since then the 
Hation’s drink and tobacte bill bas 
beea steadily mounting. 

But'even with the decreased con- 
suniption of the past year the totals 
are decidedly large. OF cigars there 
were consumed 236,866,542, as com-

This 
year {[t increased ita reserve fund by 
over $10,000. and for the past two 
years In addition to paying operat- 
ing expenses, has paid a 6 per cent. 
dividend. " As each tactory avcrages | 
about thirty-five farmer patrons, tne 
society. practically controls the out- 
put of 11,375 farmers, 

All butter and cheese received at 
the headquarters of the society iz 
Montreal is carefully graded by men 
supplied by the Provincial Govern- 
ment, though this !s the only help 
received from the Government. The 
society Is entirely self-suataining. 
Weekly or semi-weckly sales are 
held by the manager in Montreal, 
where the socicty has storage capa- 
city for 10,000 boxes cheese and 
6,000 butter. No products arc cx- 
ported by the soclety directly, all be 
ing sold at public ‘auction. The 
amount of cheese and butter handic¢ 
last year was 83,612 boxes of whiic 
cheese, and 14,519 of colored checee,

Bish Culture. 

Artificial fich culture Js a necessity 
In connection with some of Canada’s 
best food and game fishes, This is 
due in the first place to over-fishing. 
Then many of the feeding and 
spawning grounds in the lakes and 
tivers. have been rulned by the care: 
less deposition of industrial and 
oltber wastcs. Theso conditions apply 
with espeelal foree to such lake 
species as the whitefish, one of the 
Gnest of the food Oshes, -In 1915, ap- 
proximately 251 million whitefish fry 
were distributed jn the Great Lakes, 
During the present scason three new 
hatcheries are in operation. One of 
these, situated near Kenora, Ontario, 
was designed for the propagation of 
whitefish and has a capacity of 70

ing a total of $12,609,439.21. As- 
sistance was given, of course, by rea- 
son of a temporary misfortune, and 
was, of course, of a temporary nature. 
Fortunately the Government was not 
called upon to lend Its ald except in 
the Provinces of Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan. These are the Provinces 
that suffered most. 

It bas been'a matter for congfatu- 

ation that the policy adopted has 
been justified not only by the neces- 
sities of the time, but by subsequent 
events.

‘Tho large acreage ip other 
countries, and particularly the excep- 
tionally good crop proapects In the 
United States, with the depressed 
condition of exchange and shortage 
of.ocean tonnage have had the effect 
of ; reatly reducing the quotations for 
wheat, barley, and oats, The Ministor 
of the Interior bas had this consider-

for other relief (in cases where both 
rellof and seed grain and fodder have 
been providdd) thése will not be in- 
sisted on this year. Where, bowevor, 
no seed grain or fodder has been pro- 
vided, but relief only, one half of the 
amount advanced for relief will be 
expected to be returned. 

It must ‘be remembered that this 
seed grain, fodder, and relief distri- 
bution has been a most extensive and 
far spread undertaking. <A definite 
and consistent system of collection 
must be adopted.. It is not an easy 
matter to work out such a system 
without entailing too great expense 
of organization. Consequently, the 
purchasers of grain \have becn asked 
to co-operate in the matter of collec- 
ons, In this way organization 
at their disposal is used and the ne- 
cessity for heavy expenditure on the 
part of the Government avoided. 

The Minister confidently hopes that 
all who have received assistance and 
the people of the West generally, 
will accept the policy of the reduced 
amount to be collected this year as 
fair and equitable, and that all will 
co-operate and lend their assistance 
to work out successfully. * 

Financing “Crop. 

Aside from the question of ocean 
tonnage and exchange there should 
be no difficulty in moving the Cana- 
dian crop, although it may take 
Jonger than usual. Certainly there 
should be no difficulty in financing 
the movement. The banks are more 
Nqufd than they have been for years. 
In addition they have as\a reserve 
their emergency circulation and the 
facilitics afforded under the Finance 
Act of 1914 by which they can ob- 
tain. advances in Dominion notes 
against grain bills and other securl- 
ties, So far as concerns credits to 
farmers, two recent amendments to 
the Bank Act:Introduced by Hon. W. 
T. White, are important. Under onc 
a bank may take security.upon grain 
remaining in the farmers’ possession, 
and under theother. the bank may 
take security upon a crop:for seed 
grain advances. The financial logis- 
lation of the Dominion seenis to have 
provided ail possible facilities for the 
qe of the' crop movement. 4 


PREMIER BORDEN BRINGS 
MESSAGE FROM SOLDIERS 


At the great welcome accorded Sir 
Robert Borden in Montreal on his 
return from England, hé gave to the 
people of Canada a message from our 
gallant soldicrs at the front. 

“Even greater than this,” said the 
Premier, “‘was my privilege of visit- 
Ing the convalescent hospitals. There 
I met our gallant men who had come 
back from ithe very valley of the 
stiadow of death. They had gone 
through as trying ordeals’ as have 
ever been recorded in the history of 
the world, but I found them all 
cheerful, and all {nspired with the 
same courageous determination as 
those others atlll at the front. It was 
an inapiration to me, and I felt, when 
I addressed a thousand convalescent 
Canadians that it was the nablest 
audience I had ever faced. Altogether 
I vigited 41 hospitais whore Cana- 
dians were, and at these I met men 
from all parts of the Empire who had 
fought in France, Belglum, and the 
Dardanelles—the men who won fame 
at Ypres, Festurbert, and Givenchy. 
They were from many Jands, but they 
were all comrades, who had- fought 
and would Oght again for the same 
cause. It was a spectacle that gave 
to me a truer sense of the unity of 
our Empire than I bad ever had be- 
fore, and I come back to you now 
with a clear message of Empire from 
them, 

“I bring from the front this mes-| 
sage {rom our soldiers: that. they 
hare done their duty In the paat, aré 
prepared to do it in the future, and, 
that no conclusion of the war will be’ 
satisfactory unicea It brings to the 
Empire, for all the sacrifices thoy 
bare made, the satisfaction of attain- 
Ing. the object fought for. Any 
Dation that undertakes to establish 
the doctrines of spollation shall go 
tdown benoath the might and con- 
tempt of the world.”

The food value’ ‘of ‘honey is not gen- 
orally. comprehended. ; In; fact, honey, 
8s a Tule, ‘is ‘regarded toerely:/as-\a 
pleasant sirup to be used upon griddle 
cakes and certain otber'dishes, where- 
as it ts really a nourishing food as well 
as a sweetening and should be given 
freely to children spread upon bread. 
it 4s ntuch purer. and more wholesome 
than many of the #o called jellies of 
commerce. = |<: 

In‘covking, ‘too, honey often can be 
substituted for sugar. For example, a 
rhubarb betty is greatly improred by 
the use of honey instead of sugar for 
sweetening, The dessert is made in ihe 
usual way—first the breadcrumbs, then 
a layer of sbort lengths of rhubarb, 
covered with honey and 2 sprinkling of 
cinnamon, repeating the layers until 
tbe dish is filled. Butter fs dotted on 
the top and the pudding baked in the 
oven for thirty minutes. 

Apples baked in honey furnish a dish 
that Is both novel and delicious. The 
apples are cored and placed in a pan 
with a lump of butter In each cavity. 
A cup of boney then is poured over 
them and the pan put in a slow oren, 
the apples cooking until they are ten- 
der. 

A rhubarb sauce made with. honey 
instead of sugar and-mixed with corn- 
atarch made with water instead of 
milk {s a very palatable dessert. The 
mixture should be put in individual 
molds, and when turned out each por- 
tion should be served with a teaspoom 
ful of honey added. 

Some persons contend that honey ad(- 
ed to a pot of beans before baking is a 
gteat improrement over the usual quan- 
tity of molasses. It certainly gives a 
very delicate flavor to sweet potatoes 
fn reheating them. The potatoes can 
be sliced or cut lengthwise in fingers. 
Each slice or finger is dipped In honey 
and laid -on a buttered pan. Butter is 
dotted generously over the top, and the 
dish is placed In the oven and kept 
there until the potatoes are brown 
Only those who have eaten sweet pota- 
toes prepared in this way can fully ap- 
preciate them. A sprinkling of pepper 
and salt may be added before serving 
If this seasoning is favored. 

As a luncheon dish that is somewhat 
substantial as well as dainty, cut slices 
of whole wheat bread a day or more 
old and spread lightly with fresh 
cream cheese. Adi a layer of boney* 
and place the slices together, sandwich” 
fashion. 

In making candles or popcorn balls, . 
loney may be substituted for sugar or 
wolasses, The flavor will be found 
much more delicate. 

A spoonful of honey will soothe a 
sore throat, and ff mixed with lemon. 
dulce will probably cure a mild case, 

It 1s not dificult to ohtain pure 
honey, but the safest plan ts to buy It 
in the small boxes that hold a pound 
each. The honcy habit, once acquired, 
is not Mkely to be abandoned.

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NEW ONTARIO IMPROVES. 


Northland Shows a Steady Advance 
in Every Regard. 

“Five hundred miles, north will 
land you in James Ray,” was a re- 
mark made to me when IJ told a busi- 
hess men I. was going to Cochrane in 
New Ontario, says John N. Lake in 
The Toronto Globe. Showing bow 
Netle_ many people know about our 
tew northern Jands.. Many think no- 
thing but bears ard cold wéather can 
be found so far north; *they have no 
idea of the yaluablo asset we have in 
New Ontario. I ain “reminded of a 
gag I heard in Winnipeg somo years 
ago when on my way tt Saskatoon. 
An Englishman got off the train early 
in the morning and walking up Main 
street and feeling very chilly (al- 
though {it was in July) called to a 
street-aweeper: “Say, when do they 
bave summer here?” The man re- 
piled, “I do not know. I have only 
been hero elnven months!” But New 
Ontarlo bas a climate very similar to 
Minnesota and the Dakotas, or like 
the best part of our own North-West 
Vrovinces. It has about as much sun- 
stine, probably more rain, better wa- 
ter on the average, and more, easily 
obtainable, finer winters, less storms 
or blizzards and Icss danger of get- 
ting lost at night. Plenty of timber 
far building sud fencing, alse plenty 
cf fuel, and in three years’ time 
clearings may be of stumps, and 
where ficlds aro ced (aa they gen- 
erally arc) the pr&iric farmer has no- 
thing to put over the new northern 
scttier, especialy as he is within 15 
hours’ rid2 on the railway/of a civil- 
tzation more than a century-old. 

Of course thero is a good ‘deal of 
poor land; sections of rock may ex- 
tend across a township or two here 
and there, just like many sections in 
old Ontaric. But even this js not an 
entire Joss. Stone for building and 
road making is =t hand, and many 
stoney porticns make good >grazing 
land. However, the proportion of 
good land will bear a fair comparison 
with any Prov:nce In the Dominion or 
miany of the States of the Union, for 
1 have beon In them all save nine, 
and have traveled by road over large 
Portions of some of them. ~Th2 sec- 
tion of New Ontario 1 know the best 
Mes north of New Liskeard and east 
and weet of Uno Park station, on the 
T. & N. O. Railway. This year 1 
found a great improvement over last 
year, and mapy bundreds of acres in 
crop that last year was well peppered 
with stumps and Ittered with fallen 
timber, as the great fire of a few 
years ago left the land. On the Jast 
week in June I spent a few days 
north of Ivew Liskeard, and my host 
showed me thirty acres that I had 
seen the year before in stumps and 
brush, now under crop with a good 
fence and no stumps, all cleared up 
by his two sons in about a month 
last fall. Across the way a year ago 
there were Ofty acres in the same un- 
lovely cond:tion last year; this year a 
fine crop of oats was growing on the 
same. On many other farms this sort 
of improvement had been made, and 
the crops were much finer and more 
forward than a year ago. 

Compared with the western settler 
this land {s no harder to get {nto fine 
cultivation than the prairie, for while 
timber has to bo removed, still it 
pays for itself and more, and together 
with the advantages of timber, lum- 
ber, airt-fuel in the meantime, and 
tho fact thatin three years be may 
be free of stumps and have as fine 
fields ag tho prairie can furnish, with 
better buildings and better markets, 
the advantages are in favor of New 
Ontario. -

.T. Tribltch-Lincoln is Well Known 
in Canada, 


“Tho mass ¢f fiction that ban ap- 
peared during the Jast ten months 
with the “German spy" as its motif 
Sas nothing to compare with the re- 
velations of Ignatlus Timotheus Tre 
biteh- -Lincoln, once Jewish mission- 
ary in" Montreal, later British M.P., 
later still a,German spy In England, 
and now a furitive In the United 
Styrtes. Tribltch—that {is the name 
by which he was known in Mont- 
reul—has been writing hls “confca- 
sions” for the Now York World, and 


they reflect small credit on the 
author. * : 
No.less a plot than to lure the 


Breish Neet Into the North Sea un- 
der clrcurpstancer that would make It 
an casy mark for the Germans, was 
Tribltch’s scheme. It falled utterly, 
as the Admiralty was forcarmed, and 
fully aware of the man’s perfidy. 


However, it makes interesting read-, 


ing. 

Many people In Montréal still re- 
member Tribiteh, and it is known 
that he visited the Canadian city re- 
cenily, since his actitities in England

In pursuance of this laudable 
scheme, Tribitch ‘offered hia services 
in turn to the Home Secretary, Sir 
Edward Grey, and to Mr. Churchill. 
They bad nothing to give the spy. 
8o he tried to get into the Counter 
Espionage Department at the War 
Office. 

“Now, my plan was:.nothing less 
than to lure part of the British fleet 
{nto.a certain quarter of the North 
Sea of a certain day, and to have the 
, German feet within casy steaming 

| ! distance! In order to procure this, I 
| proposed: just the reverse to Captain 
—~———and laid before him a care- 
fully prepared scheme, the ostensible 
purpose of which was to destroy part 
of the German nary.” 

Tribitcb was told that the plan was 
not feasible as it was not the policy 
of the Admiralty to reveal to him 
the whereabouts of the British fleet. 
So he jeft England for Rotterdam to 
visit tfe headquarters of the German 
espionage for England, at the Ger- 
man Consulato Inthe Dutch city. 
With tho object of having something 
in bis possession that would give him 
the entree with the British War Of- 
fice, he played the double traitor with 
the German consul in Rotterdam, and 
secured “the absolute and unqueg- 
tunable power and means’ to mupt 
"down most, if not all, the German 
spies Yn England—had I’ wished to 
tlo so.” 

On ‘January 2, Tribiteh returned 
<rlumphantly to London. © He — hur- 
ried to Whitehall to offer his inform- 
Ation unconditionally to’ the Acting 
Chief of the Secret Seryico, whom he 
represents as “beside himself with

seem like delicious preserves, 

For 600 small cucumbers take 
three quarts of cider vinegar; 
add two ounces™each of cinna- 
mon, allspice and cloves, three 
pounds of light brown suzar and 
a few tiny red peppers. Let the 
cucumbers stand overnight In 
salt and water and then put them 
in the cold vinegar and bring this 
toa boil. After the boiling begins 
cook three minutes more. If the 
vinegar is too strong add a quart 
of water to it. An increase In the 
quantity of sugar will, of course, 
make the pickles sweeter.

The mass cf fiction that has ‘ap- 
peared during the last ten months 
with the “German spy" as its motif 
has nothing to compare with the re- 
velations of Ignatius Timotheus Tri- 
ditch-Lincoln, once Jewlsh mission- 
ary in Montreal, later British M.P., 
later still a German spy in England, 
and now a fugitive in the United 
States. Triblich—that Js the name 
by which he was known in Mont- 
real—has been writing“ his “‘confes- 
sions” for the New York World, and 
they reflect ~ small credit’ on ~ the, 
author. a

an casy mark for the Germans, was 
Triblich’s scheme. It failed utterly, 
as the Admiralty was forearmed, and | 
fully aware of the man’s perfidy. 
However, It makes interesting read- 
ing. 

«Many people In Montreal still re- 
member Tribitch, and it is known 
that he visited the Canadian city re- 
cently, since his activities in England 
forced him to flee to the United 
States. He came to Montreal in 1901 
and completed a course at a college 
there. In 1902 be was appointed a 
Jewish missionary {n Montreal, but 
within a few weeks of his appoint- 
ment he broke away and jolned an: 
other church, being ordained deacon 
on Christmas, 1902. In 1903 he re- 
turned to England. 

After the outbreak of war Tribitch 
found life In England “intolerable.” | 
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In turn to thé Home Secretary, Sir 
Edward Grey, and to Mr. Churchill. 
They bad nothing to give the apy. 
So he tried to get into the Counter 
Espionage Department at the War 
Office, 

“Now, my plan was nothing Icas 
than to luro part of the British fleet 
into a certain quarter of the North 
Sea on a certain day, and to have the 
German fleet within casy steaming 
distance. In order to procure this, 1 
Proposed just the reverse to Captain 
and lald before him a care- 
fully prepared scheme, the ostensible 
Purpose of which was to destroy part 
of the German navy.” 

Tribitch was told that the plan was 
not feasible as it was not the policy

On January 2, Tribitch returned 
triumphantly to London. He hur- 
ried to Whitehall te offer his inform- 
ation unconditionally to the Acting 
Chief of the Secret Service, whom ha 
represents as “bealde himself with 
excitement” on rocelving codes, a list 
of sples, sume addresses to which 
telegrams and letters were belng sent 
by spies, disclosures of how they were 
being fnanced and through what 
channels, and “a document whica 
would show what the Germans do 
and do not know of the British’ 
Army.” — The Secret Service officer 
Promised to tell Lord Kitchener of 
what Tribiteb had dono, and also to 
give the. apy further employment. 
Either then, or perhaps ¢arlier, the 
War Office suspected Tribitch and

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CANADA'S WAR BILL. 
| 
j Tho Struggle is Costing Roundly 
‘ $300,000 a Day. S 


A year of war bas cost Canada 
$90,000,000. The great struggle in 
which many Canadians have already 
lafd down their lives is also ting 
for great fnancla! sacrifices. “at ib 
costing Canada, in fact, $300;000 a 

ay. 

Figuring this out even more finely, 
it will be apparent that Canadians 
are going down into their pockets to 
pay the expenses of the present 
struggle at the rate of nearly $13,000 | 
an hour or about $225 a minute, And 
the statistician who cares to reduco 
his calcilations to the ultimate unit 
will discover, of course, that the Can- 
adian Mnancial war clock is ticking 
at the rate of about $4’per second. 

The total war expenditure up to 
July 31, or practfrally twelve. months 
after the war was declared on Au- 
guat 4 last year, was $81,750,000. 
Adding to thia the expenditures sinco 
that date it will be seen, a3 stated, 
that so far Canadians have paid tho 
best part of $90,000,000 for their 
convictions; The ratio of expense, 
of course, is golng up all the time as 
the Dominion places moro and more 
troops In the field. 

Almost the whole expenditure I[s 
military in character, Canada’s navy, 











aye been driven from the sea, cost- 
ing her comparatively very little. Tho 
navy items aro jn the equipment and 
upkeep of men at home, in England, 
and ot the front.

Of the $90,000,000 which con- 
atitutes the total expense of the war 
so far $50,000,000 was voted at the 
special August scssion of Parllament 
last year and $40,000,000 comes out 
of the war appropriation of $100,- 
000,000 made at the last seasion and 
which is being borrowed in England.

Experts hold the opinion that the 
Germans are giving up hope of sar 
rounding or destroying the Russian 
armies and now merely are secking 
positions—which will allow them to dig 
in and turn their attgption to the 
western front. They cannot stop 
where they are and send many forces

“It ts 
easential they should /reach. positions 
with better possibilities of inter- 
commutication before they can safely 
weaken themselves here. 

As a result of their new movement, 
the Germans have already reached the 
Drinsk-Vilna-Lida-Rovno Railway. at 
several points, and their, present ef- 
forts are directed to compelling a Rus- 
asian retirement between these points.

» The'calculations upon which these 
dazzling priced are based are by no 
means complex, \ The price of island 
black fox skins has for:more than a 
decade rapged steadily at not under 
$500 per pelt, the mean value being 
probably well above $1,000. Of course 
Inferior or multilated skins classified 
as-tlack fox sking are quoted at from 
$25: to $200°. on Boston ,commis- 
sion house lists; but these’ are of 
animals from various latitudes, taken 
at ‘all seasons of the year and often 
cured in the crudest manner, 

The Mfetime offspring of a single 
pair of foxes will average well abov’ 
thitty antmals,. and it will be seen 
that the fur value alone of these 
progeny motints up to a large figure. 
When {t is computed that many of 
these offspring will themselves be 
bred (and multiply in the geometrical 
ratio 4—8—16—32, etc.) or will be 
sold for breeding purposes at hand- 
some prices, it Is not surprising that 
the capital value of first-class breed- 
ers has been forced up very high by 
‘Island bidders,

"INDIANS AND THE WAR. 


Ven-Archdeacon . Renison yTells” of 
Their Views and Fceli 

Some interesting \ stories (of the 
views of the northern Indlan¥ in re- 
gard to the present war were told to 
a correspondent of The Toronto Globe 
by Ven. Archdeacon Renison,° D.D., 
rector, of, the Chureh of the Ascen- 
sion, Hamilton, Ont., who has just ar- 
rived here after a two-months’ tour 
amongst the Indians and Eskimos of 
Hudson and James Bays. Dr. Renl- 
son, In charge! of Treaty Party. No. 
9 (whose frat object was to pay 
treaty money. to the Indians and then 
to Investigate the conditions - under 
which they are ving and their econ- 
omic resources,” especially on the 
northern shores of Hudson Bay), Jeft 
Hudson, on Lac Seul, on Jane 22,'and 
visited Osnaburgb, Fort Hope, Eng- 
ish River, Martin's Falls, traveling 
$00 miles down the Albany Rivet to 
the coast of James Bay. Thence the 
party took the steamer and went by 
way of Chariton Island and the Twin 
Islands to Moose Factory, returning 
by the Abitibi! and Frederickhouse 
Rivers to Cochrane. ~The whole trip 
lasted two months, and fn that time 
Dr. Renison and hie party traveled 
1,600 miles and saw. 3,500 Indians, 

“The attitude of the Indians jn re- 
gard to the war is rather remarx- 
able,” sald Dr. Renison In the cou 
of the interview. ‘They ‘do not 3 
the idea of bayonet charges, One old 
Indian‘ told mo that if they.sent him 
after the Kaiser be would get his 
Winchester and'-would creep ‘up to 
him in the night:the game way’ he 
would go after.a moose. 

“Another old Indian at Osnaburgh, 
who heard that there was war, and 
that there was fighting at’ Valcartier, 
took his birch bark cahoe and'started 
off for the interior!” ‘ 

The Indians gathered in Tecond 
numbers to mect the treaty party, 
and Dr. Renison, who speaks the Cree 
and Ojibway languages Guently,: held 
a council with the Indisns. 

“I endeavored to: talk to’ them 
about ‘Kitcheoogenow George’ (King 
George) and the great war," said Dr. 
Renison. ‘We found an intense feel- 
ing of patrioticm among the Indians. 
They deeply appreciate the fairness, 
good faith, and generosity which the 
Canadian Governments have always 
sbown towards them. The world- 
wide economic depression has affect- 
ed the fur market and the Indians 
are, of course, feeling the losa of that 
gource of revenue. 

“Ags one chief pointed out In an 
eloquent speech, the Indian -{s much 
more bledt than his poor white bro- 
ther when money Is scarce, for moose 
are rufning over the swamps of the 
north country in whprecedented num- 
bers, and rabbits and fish are plenti- 
ful. Again this chief polnted out that 
the Indlan was favored in not having 
to make the supreme sacrifice of 
sending his sons to die. for ‘their 
country.” 

“Strange to say.” Dr. Renison re- 
marked, “‘owing perhaps to the fact 
that they have not depended on flour 
and pork, but have Ilved“more the 
life of their ancestors, sickness has 
been much less than fn former years. 
The Eskimos at Whale River are 
suffering somewhat from a decrease 
in the number.of reindeer In recent 
years, but the Government has made 
ample provision for every emergency 
which may” ttappen. ~ Irresponsible 
travelers In the north country, who 
know nothing of the conditions of life 
there and tho inevitable hazards of 
nomad existence, very often © bring 
weird tales of starvation and Govern- 
mental neglect, but these. stories are 
quite unjustifiats As Dominion 
Constable Dehait¢e, who was a mem- 
ber of our party, remarked, if white 
men lived as these northorn Indians 
ive and had the same: respect for 
law, the police of the country would 
have to seek new avo¢ations.”

Yet, mar- 
vellous to relate, at seven’ o'clock 
that erening—five hours later—a 
pilot boat picked Mansfield up out In 
the ocean, unconscious, Ddut ‘still 
alive. 

Hurried to a hospital, the half- 
drowned man lay insensible for 24 
days, Nothing short of'a marvellous 
constitution pulled him through. On 
regaining - his senses, Mansfield 
‘learned that he had saved Miss 
Madge Kitchener. 

A month later when the young man 
had sufficiently convalesced, an in- 
vitation arrived: for him. General 
Kitchener’ requested the pleasure of 
bis company at an “At. Home’ ~at 
that commander’s residence. Here, 
in the presence of many prominent 
people, the General presented him 
with a gold medal and a purse of 
gold, on behalf of bimself and the 
British residents in Bermuda. 

Sergeant Mansfield, now busy 
hardening the muscles of Canada’s 
soldier sons, has rescued many lives 
from the water. He is an exyert 
swimmer and has won many regi- 
mental and several Canadian cham~ 
pionahips. 
































Soldicrs Pile Up Savings. 

Canadian soldiers at the front, in- 
cluding those who are now prisoners 
of-war in Germany, are piling yp 
quite a tidy” little savings weecent 
with thé Canadian Government. The 
pay allowance to the Canadians fs in 
most cases being held to their credit 
at the London Paymaster’s office, as 
the men at the front havo little op- 
portunity to spend: money while in 
the war zone, and prefer to leave all 
but a small ortion of it to their 
credit fn London. According to ad- 
vices received at the Militia Depart- 
ment from London, a’ considerable 
portion of this accumulated pay was 
recently invested, on the request of 
the soldiers, in bonds sold by the 
British Government in connection 
with tho recent war loan. | 

The Canadian prisoners of war in 
Germany are also accumulating a 
Government credit at the rate of 
about 75 cents per day. The pay al- 
lowance of those men from the Gor- 
ernment is being continued while 
they are prisoners, but it is imprac- 
ticable to forward it to them in Ger- 
many, and the monthly amount due 
them is belng regularly placed to 
their credit, less the shilling per day 
or $1.75 per week, which is being 
forwarded througa the British War 
Office through arrangement with the 
United States Consul-General at Beér- 
lin, The Wac Office is forwarding a 
shilling per day to British soldiers 
who are prisoners in. Germany, and it 
was not thought wise to allow a 
larger sum to the Canadian fellow- 
prisoners for spending money. 


Would Do Well in Manitoba. 

T. Reg. Arkell, Chief of Sheep and 
Goat Division, Ottawa, in answer to 
queries from a Manitoba correspon- 
dent of The Montreal Herald and 
Family Star, says: 

Tt sould ‘be poasible to ralse both! 
Angora and Milch Goats f[n Manitoba 
profitably. The mllch goats especial- 
ly, are accustomed to a cold climate, 
since the moat prominent breeds 
come from Switzerland. » Angoras are 
able to adapt. themselves fairly suc- 
cessfully to, almost any condition of 
jclima’ 

Goats, like sheep, require high and 
dry land {f the best results are to be 
obtained with them. Therefore, they 
should not be allowed, it possible, 
upon swamp lands, 

Both sAngora and Milch goats can 
be maintained during the winter 
montha chiefy upon good clover or 
alfalfa hay with some oata. In the 
summer they seldom require other 
feed than pasture. They are actually 
more easily matntalned than sheep,

Avgora goats will subsist almost 
sallrely upon browse and are conse-: 
quently ‘used most profitably .for 
clearing Jands containing underbush.

Importance of Crop Is Not Fally 
Realized As Yet. 


~Local soll and climatic conditions 
in the Northern Okanagan, around 
Ashcroft, and in sections of the Brit- 
ish Columbia dry belt, are perfect 
for alfalfa, The crop is extensively 
grown, but not to the extent it will 
be when {ts importance is more fully 
realized, At'Enderby, a district for- 
merly heavily, wooded and still in an 
early stage of development, two thou- 
sand tons were grown last year, and 
this/season, it 1s estimated, the crop 
will be fully thirty-three per cent. 
larger. Three crops are cut and an 
average exceeding three tons to tho 
acre secured. Further down tho 
valley, a€ Vernon, there fs one ranch 
owned by a Belgian syndicate, which 
bas 500 acres in the crop. 

The big ranch alluded to feeds a 
large percentage of the crop to sheep, 
which have proved extremely - pro- 
fitable, Except during the few weeks 
of snow in winter, they are kept on 
open range, - When foraging is dim- 
cult alfalfa ts fed out atthe rate of | 
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three pounds per head a day. In an 
average year the producing cost of 
the alfalfa used does not exceed $1 
per head, Inasmuch as the market 
for both wool and mutton is splendid, 
white lossea from sheep and depre- 
datory antmals and disease are al- 
most infinitesimal, the profits are 
large. The present strength of the 
flock is‘adout 2,000. | 

Operating in the dry belt this firm 
finds irrigation advisable for the al- 
falfa. The first application is made 
at such time before the frst cutting 
as will allow the water to saturate 
the ground preliminary to giving Im- | 
petus tothe second crop. Getting a 
cxteh in this section has never been 
diMeult; When offered for sale the 
alfalfa brings varying prices aceord- 
ing to conditions; this year the range 
was $10 to $15. . 

Alfalfa is a more conspicuous cro: 
at Enderby than the figures given of 
total production would indicate. } 
Acreages on individual farms are not 
large, but nearly every. farm has its 
Fellable alfalfa patch, 

An alfalfa mill was established at 
this place last fall and’ turned out; 
around 100 tons, selling i¢ to stock-.| 
taisers in the interior from $20 to. 
$26 a ton. In feeding value alfalfa * 
meal closely. approaches. bran and 
farmers effected a great saving by 
feeding the former. The past winter 
of. course bran has been selling for 
around $40 a ton. On one farm 
where there was 2 big bunch of hogs, 
the meal was used’ in- combination 
with barley chop with snccess. 

It 1s quite easy to predict great in- 
creases in the British Columbia al- 
falfa acreage. Studying agricultural 
economics in the past, it is apparent 
why alfalfa, though a flourishing 
crop, was not m extensively seed- 
ed. The Interfor;farmera kept little 
live stock, because bay farming was 
much nmiore profitable. When hay 
commands 318 to $25°a ton in the 
open market, it fs rather dificult to 
make more out of it. by feeding 
stock. Timothy hay was in most de- 
mand and so alfalfa’ was almost ne- 
glected. These conditions have passed 
now and the trend Is back to live 
stock.—J; V. B.

‘Government to Consider Question 


of Bringing It Into Effect. 


The advisability of bringing the new 
Provincial Highways Act into force in 
the near future will, it is understood, 
be taken up by the Ontario Govern- 
ment within the next fortnight. fon. 
Finley Macdiarmid intimated yester- 
day that the matter was about to be 
taken up, but he was not in» position 
to indicate to what extent the Act 
would be made effective. Y 

“Bringing the administrative parts 
of the Act into force would undoubt- 
édly assist the counties and municipal 
ities in organizing,’ he stated. 

This, the Minister pointed out, 
would not mean so much to the coun- 
tieg with highway syatems under way, 
but it would give those not so well 
placed an opportunity to get organiz- 
ing machinery in motion. Mr. Mac- 
diarmid stated that’ in any event it 
wat likely that in a majority of cases

organization with a view to entering 
upon county highways systems or 
other important highway work would 
be left to the new County Councils to 
be elected next January, . 

Tho biggest problem before the Gor- 
ernment in r t to the Highways 
Act concerns the payment of the in- 
creased highway grants provided.

450 HORSE-POWER ZEPPELIN 


Three Motors Are Installed and 
High Speed 's Possible 


A Zeppelin has» rigid framework 
of reinforced aluminum and eighteen 
‘“napkin-ring" sections, each contains 
ing a gas-tight bag—a:total gas capa- 
city of 681,600‘ cubic feet.. Over. tha 
framework is stretched a heavy cloth 
covering that is impervious to rain or 
snow. Upper and lower decks furnish 
surfaces that serve the same purpos> 
as do the wings of an aeroplane when 
it is desired to drive to a higher or 
lower air level. es 

The individual gas-vdags are not fully 
inflated before the ship starte on & 
voyage. Slack is left to accommodate 
the expansion of the gas in the upper 
air. Safety-valves with indicators on 
the pilot’s desk make it almost im- 
possible for any one of tho gas-bags to 
explode, but six of them might come 
to griefyat any one time without en- 
dangering the airship, eo great is the 
sustaining power resulting from speed. 

The “Viktoria Luise" is just short? 
of 486 feet in length and bas a breadth 
of 46 feet. It has three 6-cylinder 
Diesel motors with a combined horse- 
power of 450. A speed of fifty miles 
per hour has been made with atmos- 
pheric conditions © normal.» If,” by. 
some rare accident, two of its motors 
should be rendered useless, the third 
would be sufficient to give headway 
against a twenty-seven-mile wind. 

Captain Haccker, who commanded 
the “Viktoria Luise,” in the trip from 
Dusseldorf to Berlin, bas little fear of 
stormy while his ship is in the air, 
though Germany's excellent weather 
forecast service makes it possible for 
flights to be so timed as to avoid the 
ordinary wind-storm. .

“In 1840, on a Saturday afternoon, 
three Dundee flax spinners were walk- 
Ing to their beautiful residences fn 
Broughty Ferry, about four miles east 
of Dundee, on the banks of the Tay,

At that time there were several Clip- 
per line sailing vessels trading with 
Dundee in Indian products, principaily 
grain, Unseed, ete, and on this par- 
ticular Saturday one of theso vessels 
was discharging her miscellaneous 
cargo, and these canny Scots observed 
a fibre in some quantity on the dock 
and made inquiry as to what it was. 

“They were told it was some Indian 
product that had been obtained In 
Bengal, and was sultable for the dun- 
nnge of ships. They examined the 
fibre a little more carefully and all 
thought it would be possible to spin 
the fbre on thelr fax machinery. The 
result was that Monday/morning they 
Sade a bee line for the agents of the 
ship and asked what they were going 
to do with this waste material. 

“They got the reply, ‘We propose 
dumping it into the river, and when 
they expressed a wish to experiment 
with it they were told they could cart 
{t.away from the dock and were wel- 
come to it if. they paid the cartage, 
Thus the jute industry started—for the 
fiber turned out to be nothing less than 
what we know commercially today ac 
‘Jute.’ '—Exchange.

Four Interesting Dishes For Luncheon, 

Creamed Toast With Cheese Sauce. 
—This makes an excellent breakfast 
dlah, Make slices of toast from whole, 
wheat bread. Make a while xauce In’ 
the proportion of two tablespeonfuls 
each of butter and flour ndided to one 
cupful of milk. Tv each eupful of milk 
add onehatf cupful of grated cheese, 
As soon as this‘is inelled pour over 
the toast-and serte. Two or three 
dates, pitted and x«hredded. may be 
added to this dish. 

Creamed Chicken.—Breast and thighs 
Were served for Sunday’s dinner; the 
rest {s picked and put in cream sauce 
ané served around riced potatoes. ‘Io 
one cupful of cream sauce add two 
tablespoonfuls of Onely chopped- pep- 
per. One quart of potatocs are eee. 
pared, boiled and put through th 
or frult press on to center of hot plate, 
the creamed chicken around the edge. 
Sprinklo the potatocs with cut parsicy 
and dust with paprika. The chicken 
can be served on toast and the potatoes 
separate. 

Covered Eggs.—Make a paste with 
one cupful of fine white breadcrumbs, 
one beaten egg, two tablespoonfuls of 
minced ham or other cold meats and 
enough milk to moisten. Line buttered 
tupe with this mixture avd drop an 
ogg from its sbelllnto the center. Bake 
or steam until the eggs are firm. All 
the better if. ihe yolk is hara. Loosen 
frum the cup and tum each eppioni a a 
muinll ‘square ‘of buttered toJst/ 
qunniity: is sufficient for four to oe 
eges. 

Hotefheese Sandwiches.—One roll 
snappy cheese, one egg well beaten, 
one tnblespoonfnl Worcestersbire sauce, 
one-fourth teaspounful salt, one-fourth 
ténspoonful mustan}, bacon, rounds of 
bread.

RUNNING A BLOCKADE, 


Rules That Usually Govern This Ex- 
citing Wartime Gea Game. 

Although their operations are drastic 
and unpleasant, blockades and block- 
ado runners bate always been among 
the most picturesque and dramatic as- 
pects of n great war. 

Blockades can be applied eltber to an 
enemy's tog: or fortress or to a port 
or series of ports ou ni enemy's coast. 
It hag, fn a naval sebse, two effects, 
It brings pressure to hear on an enemy 
within thelr own gates and: alms at 
preventing the import or.export of pro- 
visions, articles of trade, ammunition 
of re-epforcements, It also makes It 
anlawful for neutrals to trade with 
those particulgrfiogtg} ust ! 

As a consequence. certain precau- 
tlons are usually, obsgrved, “Ft is, for 
Instance, held that forja salld} blocknde 
hot ouly should a.state‘of war exist, 
bot that the blockading party sbould 
maintain a force sufliclent to prevent 
access to the blockuded port or, at all 
events, powerful enough, to render the 
passage of a relief ship extremety haz- 
ardous, Further, It fs essential that 
neutral nations should Lave proper no- 
{ice of, the esisteuce of the blockade 
eltber by official notice or by warulog 
given to Neutral vessels on thelr ar 
rival outside the prohiblted zone. 

Nations differ as to what constitutes 
an effective blockade. All countries, 
however, ngree that n blockading force 
may seize any vessel with its cargo 
trying to trade with a blockaded port 
and can send it home for condemna- 
tion. Even -if a vessel succeeds In 
breaking through 2 blockade it can be 
pursued and, If possible, captured. 

A vessel may, for the sake of human- 
ity—supposo hor‘trew fa starving or 
she fs in danger of sinklug—be allowed 
to center a blockaded port. Mall steam- 
era_aiso If they do not carry contra: 
band. are perinitted to go in and out— 
Penrson's Weekly.

Laurentidé ‘Park'is One of tho Do- 
minion’s Great Reservations, 

In the year 1895 tho idea of form- 
ing a National Park in the Province 
of Quebec tcok concrete form when 
some two thousand five hundred 
square miles of the wild and moun- 
tainous cocntry north of Quebec and 
south of Lake St. John ‘were sct 
aside as a ‘forest: reservation, fish 
and game preserve, public park and

When the wholo'country along the 
Quebec and Lake St. John section of 
the Canadian Northern Railway and 
other parts of the province north of 
tho St. Lawrencé was opence to trap- 
pera and hunters, it was found thut 
both fish and game were fast disap- 
pearing. At that time a fow private 
clubs existed, and the Government 
gtaduaily camo to the conclusion that 
the granting of leases to private 
clubs and Individuals obligated to 
appoint proper guardians to look 
after the concessions the year round;

This policy and the estabiis?ment 
of tho National Park has.to u 1 
extent been justified and bas suc- 
ceeded beyond the expectation of 
those responsible for its regulation.

The writer 
met one of these trappers, Pete Ga- 
rou, a half-breed, who told him of 
' the incident, and ended by tho brief 
| comment, “That much better, bring 
| in moose skin maybe 60-70 lbs., take 
two day, three dollars, put two mink 
in and pocket fifteen dollar, pre 
good, eh?” . 
Thoso who shoot caribou go to the 
great barrens, the .most notable of 
which is on the east side of the park, 
reached by the St. Urbain roadj—it 
is known as the Grand Jarding des 
Ours, and {is hardly less than\a/hun- 
dred square miles in extent. When 
the ice takes in early November, the 
! caribou make this their great yard- 
ing ground, attracted by the moss, 
upon which they subsist almost en- 
tirely in the winter time. Even in 
the last few years, bands ‘running 
into hundreds hzvo been scen on the 
mountain sides. Thero fa no doubt 
that caribou are on the decrease, tho 
Great timber wolf has discovered 
their retreat, and is getting in bis 
deadly work: not only do they kill 
for food, but they slay for the loyd 
of slaying. So cunning fs the wolf 
that he Is dificult to poison, much 
less shoot or trap, and his habit of 
feeding only upon bis own fresh kill 
makes polsoning very diMcult. Supt. 
\ Hall, however, informed the writer 
{ that he believes that effective work 
was dono last year, and an active 
campaign against the wolves will be 
carricd on this year.

These Big Projectiles Carry a Thirty 
Pound Explosive Charge. _* 

High power projectiles are cunstract- 
ed with cavitics in thelr centers which 
contain the explosive » the ex- 
plosive carried vary yith ‘the sizo 
of the projectile. A ty¥elve inch sbell, 
welghing 870 pounds, carries about 
thirty pounds of explosive. The cavity 
of such a projectile is about seven 
inches In diameter at the base, and 
gtadually tapers in size town the 
polnt. After the charge is Djaced In 
the projectile a plug is screwed into 
the base, thus seailng up the explosive, 
and a fuse is inserted in the center 
of the plug extending into the explo- 
sive within the cavity. 

The_fuse, without which the explo« 
sive {s harmiess, depends upon the 
high rotary motion of the shell to be- 
come active. This rotary motion is 
imparted by the rifllpg of the gun, In

These are some- 
times called Gentiles, meaning those 
not in covenant. relationship with 
God.

{ples were outsiders. During this Gos- 


pel Age the Lord has made a coven- 
ant with the Church, through Christ, 
a special Covenant ¢& Sacrifice, into 
which you and I are privileged to 
enter. The opportunity to make this 
Covenant of Sacrifice has been open 
throughout the Gospel Age; and: ail 
who come to God ‘through that cov- 
enant are said to be Israelites in- 
deed. Galatians 3:8, 16, 29.

We do not Ssdestand that in the 
Millennial Azo the people will bave 
power to command the dead to come 
forth from the tomb, but that our 
Lord Jesus will have that power. As 
He prayed for the restoration of Laz- 
arus, not beccuse of-any service which 
Lazarus would’ do for Him, but be- 
cause Lararus was tho brother of 
Martha and Mary, so We concelvo that 
nearly all the world will come forth 
in answer to the prayers of their 
brothers, their sisters, their parents, 
children, and friends. 

To illustrate: Suppose that you 
and I were of the Restitution class, 
and not of the Church class. Sup- 
pose that we were living down in tho 
Millennial Age, and that Restitution 
‘bad progressed ao far that the world 
was in good shape—plenty of mach- 
inery for conducting affairs, more be- 
Ing produced’ than was needed, etc. 
Thon the Lord would let us know, as 
a world, that we might have the pri- 
vilegu of cooperating with’ God; One 
wo might join with Christ in he 
work of Restitution. We might 
“First of all, let us pray for father.” 
Wo would not desire to have father 
get bere and find that there was no 
place for him to sat or sicep or lire; 
80 we would make provision for him. 

Similarly, we would provide for 
mother and for other relatives, Each 
would thus be brought forth, prepar- 
ations being made to assist them 
when they should come back Into 
life. This whole work of. bringing 
mankind back into life will be God's 
work. It will be the work of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, the work of spirit 
beings, as God's agents. -But human 
beings will be permitted to co-oper- 
ate, through thelr interest in human- 
ity. 

The * “sheep” class of that Age will 
be those whq,will havo the Lord’s 
spirit; and as the Lord’s purpose will 
be to bring pegple back from death to 
teach them and prepare ;them for 
eternal life, al} the abcep will feel the 
same way. This they wili.do gladly, 
because they havea love for; this 
work. They will be feeding, clothing, 
and helping those whom. they have 
gotten out of the - prison-house of

cl separation, butan individual 
one, Whoever, after trial, demon- 
strates that he is a goat will go over 
to the left Land; whoever proves tim- 
self to be a sheep will go to the right. 
The whole picture refers to the 
thousand years of the Mcssfanic 
Relgn. It is a picture of the world’s 
judgment, the world’s trial. The solo 
object of that Relgn {fs to prove who 
will desire to be God's sheep, to 
come into His fold and have His Son 
as thelr Shepherd, and who will not 
comé into harmony with Him, but 
will have a goat-liko-nature, Then 
Christ will deal with them ~ accord- 
ingly. 

Gradually all the goats are gath- 
ered to the‘left hand, and all the 
sheep to the right hand. ‘Jn fgura- 
tive language the Lord thus desig- 
nates the place of disfavor and that 
of favor, These two classes will not 
be aware of the fact that they are go0- 
ing to the right or to the left, as:the 
parable shows. Not untli the con- 
clusion of the trial do they find out 
where they stand. 

The question arises, In what way 
will the people have an opportunity 
of ministering to the Lord's brethren 
during the Millennial Age? We note 
that the Apostles. were in prison 
sometimes because of their service to 
the Lord, and were ministered unto; 
and that some of the Lord's follow- 
ers since have been jn prison or in 
need of assistance; but that probably 
not very many have been in prison 
or hungry or naked. Presum- 
ably it has been so all down the Gos- 
pel Age. Hence it is dificult to see 
how this parable could have any re- 
ference to us, Now we see what the 
parable means,’and this is the ex- 
planation: 

Throughout the Millennial Age The 
Messiah will be dealing with the 
world of. mankind, the majority of 
whom are now in the great prison- 
house of death. The Apostle Paul, in 
speaking of the resurrection, says 
that the dead shal] come forth “every 
man in bis own order,” or company, 
or class, They will not all come forth 
atonce. The Church class will come 
forth first; then the Great Company 
class; and early in,the new order of 
things will come forth the ‘Ancient 
Worthies, who will be the earthly re- 
presentatives of God’s Kingdom,

Canada's Pavilion at San Krancisco 
Is n Notable Show, 


The Canadian Pavilion at the Pan- 
ama Pacitic International Exposition 
at Saf Franelreco fs one of ihe most 
notable feutures of tho Exposition, 
bet only au account of Sts unique 
architectural desigu, but alsu becuuse 
of the originality of tue Interior ar- 
rangement and completeness of dls- 
play, ft grapbically pestrays the 
carving out of a tremendous empire 
extending from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, and most certainly creates o 
desire to visit and know this wonder- 
fulland, All of its natural and 
physical resources are most attrac- 
tively portrayed. 

The water power exhibit fs particu- 
larly noteworthy, consisting of a 
model of cach of the more important 
hydro-electric developments serving 
the various Canadian cities across 
the continent. Except for Norway, 
Canada already has tho bighest ratio 
of developed water power to Its pop- 
ulation of any country in the world, 
Furthermore, as to future possibill- 
ties, It bas the lowest ratio of bydro- 
electric power in proportion to area. 
Of tho estimated twonty million 
horac-power, about one and one- 
half milllon borge-power is develop- 
ed. This romarkable development 
has been made possible largely by 
adequate laws which cncourage pow- 
er development with duo regard to 
present and future public interests. 
The policy of the Dominion Water 
Power Brunch of the Canadian Do- 
partment of the Interior with regard 
to the@fonservation and development 
of water powers, bas brought about 
actual development without dolay 
with an adequuto control of consum- 
era’ rates and a falr and ‘reasonable 
rental return to the Government, 

The exhibit is installed ina large 
room at the left of the malp rotunda 
of the Canadian Pavillon. It con- 
sista essentially of ar cnormous col-, 
ored acroplane picture of the whole 
Dominion from coast to const.

@hey Will Receive Their Moncey 
Until They Return to Civil Life. 
Replying to an inquiry respecting 

the pay of invalided goldiers and pria- 

oners of war, Mr. J: WwW. Borden, Pay- 
master-General of tho Milltix Coun- 
eli, states that aa regards the former 
they are paid till they pronounced 
fit to retutn to their civil occupations, 
or, If pérmanently injured, till they 
are pensioned: a6 

+ Convalescent; homes bave been 

opene. in every Province of the \Do- 

mibion,- whero in future, invallded 
soldiers’ will bé'taken care of five. 

Their pay, of course, will be issued 

to'theni as usual, and also the sep- 

aration allowance to thelr. depend- 
ents, 

As regards prisoners of war, the 
British Government is arranging, 
through the American: Ambassador 
at Borlin, for the iasue of one mark 
a weok, the equivalent of one shilling, 
to all Britiah prironers of war in 
Germany, including Canadians. (This 
sum was erroneously given as one 
mark a day.) This is not pocket 
money, but a part of the men’s pay; 
the balance due them. is credited to 
thelr account and will be pald them 
at the close of the war or as soon as 
the men regain their freedom. 

Dependents of these men are, of 
course, atill receiving the monthly 
separation allowance, and also any 
pay which bad been asaigned them 
by the men prior to imprisonment. 

Mr, Borden adds that an official 
Teport from the Ambassador has just 
been recelyéd by the British Govern- 
ment respecting treatment by. ‘the 
Germans of British prisoners, ; Ac- 
cording to this, prisonera are well 
fed, housed, and clothed. The wound- 
ed and sick are treated in hospitals, 
the same as German soldiers, and 
when prisoners are required to work 
they are paid a trivial amount. 

Recruiting officers aay they con- 
tinue to receive complaints from 
wives whose husbands havo enilated 
for overseas that they bave received 
no money from the Government | o> 
from their husbands since enlist- 
ment. It takes about six weeks or 
two months for Ottawa to completo 
the necessary inquiries and begin the 
payment of separation allowances, 
which, however, date from the day of 
the husband's enlistment. In some 
cases it bas been found the wife‘has 
never communicated with Ottawa, 
though directed to do so by her hus- 
band, and fn other cases it is appar- 
ent the husband has been misleading 
his wife as to the pay he recelres, 
The latter trouble is more often met 
with in the earller stages of the hus- 
band's enlistment, before he has gone 
to camp. - . Si 

Every wife sbould-kuow that a 
private In the Canadian Expedition- 
ary Force receives $1 a day and 10 
cents feld allowance. Besides ‘this 
he is clothed; equipped, and fed by 
the Government, ‘Till he bas gone to 
camp he receives 75 cents daily for 
his meals. Every married man ‘is 
compelled to allow bis wife half. of 
bis day’s pay, and shotld allow her 
far more, as be bas no expenses gaya 
for tobacco, if he smokes. In addi- 
tion the Government pays the wife 
$30 a month‘ separation allowance 
from the date of the husband's enilat- 
ment. No allowance is made by) tho 
Government for children,* but their 
welfare is looked after by the Cana- 
dian Patriotic Fund, who will alice 
10 cents, 25 certs, or 28 cents a day 
for each child; escoseding to age; and 
bring the wife’s monthly Income up 
to $46, including ber separation’ al- 
Jewance and other earnings, but not 
the money allowed ‘her by her bus- 
band from his pay.’ .

PETROGRAD, Sept. 24.~Last night's

Replying to an-inquiry respecting 
the pay of invalided soldiers and pris- 
opers of war, Mr. J. W. Borden, Pay- 
master-General of the Militia Coun- 
cil, states that as regards the former 
they are pald till they are pronounced 
fit to return to tbeir civil occupations, 
or, if permanently injured, till they 
are pensioned. 


miniov, whero {no future invalided 
soldiers will bo taken care of) free. 
Their pay, of course, will be Issued 
to them as usual, and also the sep- 
aration allowance fo their depend- 
ents, 

As regards prison:rs of war, the 
British Government ‘s arranging, 
through the American AmUassador 
at Berlin, for the issuo of one mark 
a week, tho equivalont of one shilling, 
to all British prisoners of war in 
Germany, including Canadians. (This 
sum was crroncously given as one 
mark a day.) This is not pocket 
money, but a part of the men’s pay; 
tho balance due them is credited to 
thelr account and will be pald them 
at the close of the war or as soon as 
tho men regain their freedom. 

Dependents of these men are, of 
course, stil) recelving the montlily 
separation allowance, and also any 

pay which bad been assigned them 
by the men prior to imprisonment. 

Mr. Borden adds that an_ official 
report from the Ambassador has just 
been recelved by the British Govern- 
mont respecting treatment by the 
Germans of British prisoners, Ac- 
cording to this, prisoners are well 
fed, housed, and clothed. The wound- 
ed and sick are treated in hospitals 
tbe same as German soldiers, and 
when prisoners are required to work 
they aro paid a trivial amount. 

Recrulting officers say they con- 
tinue to receive complaints from 
wives wbose husbands havo enlisted 
for overseas that they have recelved 
po money from the Government or 
from their husbands ‘slnce © enllst- 
ment. It takes about aix weeks or 
two months for Ottawa to complete 
the necessary inquiries and begin the 
payment of, separation allowances, 
which,-bowover, date from the day «> 
the husband's enlistment.

Capt. Ponton tien described minute- 
ly the trip of the troops from Sallis- 
bury Plains té the front in,France. The 
inspiration at being connected with 
the famous regiments of Great Britain 
was gteal and inspired the Canadians 
with coirage. Tho speaker depicted 
yin the trenches but although 
ird, there was no complaint. 

the Canadians had been 

traincd{éthake trencheg and the Brit- 
ish Brigadier complimented the Can- 
adlans for the manner they had made 
the same. In speaking of the batticn 
he was engaged in he said the burst- 
ing of the shells in the trenches was 
deafening, but the British and Cana- 
dians never for a moment, faltered. 
Tho Canadian division was subsequent- 
ly transferred to Belgium and were 
pleased to go there as they desired to 
fight in the defencg of Belgium. The 
battle at Hill 60 wds described. Today 
It is not a hill but it has been annihl- 
lated and‘levelled by shells. 
‘ ‘The various engagements’ were de- 
picted in a striking and thrilling man- 
ner. ‘At times,” he sald, “the men were 
tired but not dismayed. The Germans 
camo on with thoir attacks--but they 
wero mowed down toa man. The Ger- 
mans were a horde, but the tenacity 
of. the division was such that it gavo 
no ground to the enemy. The artillery 
did great service, kceping up a steady 
fire in order that tho division might 
retire. This was a great fight, one that 
it was impossible to describe. We 
wero, however, pleased that we were 
in that great battle. * 

Tho battlc of Langemarch was next 
described. Here the Canadians saved 
the situation. The tenacity and gal- 
Jantry of the Canadians was marvel- 
jous and if it was in his power he 
would give a Victoria cross to the Can- 
adians who participated in that great 
battle. The Germans were anxious to 
get at the Canadians, as was learned 
by some of the encmy’s prisoners who 
wero captured. 

At Duck’s mills we held the enemy 
‘tor 6 days and nights and on the 16th 
of June we were ordéred to make an 
attack and we took the crater of the, 
mine.” A 

In concluding his address, Capt. Pon- 
ton said he desired to encourage the 
young men to go to the front. Only 
150 Beleyille born boys had enlisted 
up to the present.

THEY KEPT IT QUIET. 
The First Fox Farmers Did Not Ad- 
\ © vertiso Their Business. 

A few years ago the keeping of 
foxes for fur wag decidedly a novelty. 
Many experiments were necessary, 
with red foxes as well as black, be- 


fore a fair prpportion of. successful 
matings came to be gradually attain- 
ed. With the caution characteristic 
of the Caledonian race these success- 
es wero carefolly guarded from gen- 
eral knowledge. Each year the stock 
was more than doubled by natural in- 
crease, Many wild foxcs were taken 
too, the last as recently as 1913. The 
pelts were sent by mail in insured 
packages to London. It was found, 
though, that the skins of animals not 
of island. ancestry did not fetch the 
exceptional prices, - The native island 
strain was then more and more care- 
fully mated. ‘ 

In 1909 efght or ten black fox 
farms were prosperously established, 
cherishing thelr secrets of manage- 
ment and breeding and concealing 
their lucrative returns. These pion- 
cers were banded together in a rigid 
gentlemen’s agreement not to impart 
information to outsiders, and, more 
{mportant, not to sell breeding stock 
away from “the combine,” as\it was 
known, Meanwhile the world's sup- 
ply of black fox skins was , qiling 
away rapidly. The number of pelts 
offered at the College Hill auctions 
In London decreased from 1,097 in 
the year 1905 to°560 in the year 

} 1912. All this time the royal black 

+ Prince Edward Island strain was 
gaining a more assured pre-eminence 
with fur fanciers. 

The value of a fine fox for breed- 
ing purposes is far greater than its 
mere pelt value, high as that may be, 
So when once the pure bred stock be- 
gantobe sold alive the alluring 
prices prevailed upon all the original 
ranchers. Sales became general and 
prices for foxes for breeding rose 
phenomenally. 

The first pairs passed $3,500 or 
even less, During the summer of 
1911 the price was from $5,000 to 
$6,000. During the summer of 1912 
good stock cost on an average $10,- 
000 per pair without guarantees or 
$20,000 to $25,000 with guarantees. 
And since then prices per pair have 
risen as high as $36,000. Options for 
next spring's young now range from 
$15,000 per pair upward, and few 
have been granted by the ranchmen. 

The calculations upon which these 
dazzling prices are based are by no 
means complex. The price of island 
black fox skins has for more than & 
decade ranged steadily at not under 
$500 per pelt, the mean value being 
probably well above $1,000. Of course 
inferior or multilated skins classified 
as dlack fox skins are quoted at from 
$25 to $200 on Boston commis- 
sion house lists; but these are of 
animals from various latitudes, taken 
at all seasons of the year and often 
cured in the crudest manner. 

The lifetime offspring of a single 
pair of foxes will average well above 
thirty animals, and it will be seen 
that the fur value alone of these 
progeny mounts. up to-a large figure, 
When it is computed that many of 
these offspring will themselrea be 
bred (and multipty in the geometrical 
ratio 4—8—16—32, ete.) or will be 
sold for breeding purposes at hand- 
some prices, it is not surprising that 

| the capital value of first-class breed- 
era has been-forced up very high by 
island bidders. :

Canadians will 
‘be gratified to know that the propor- 
tion of pulpwood made into pulp in 
Canada to that exported In the raw 
state is increasing, thus giving more 
employment in Canadian mills,” In 
1914, 55.7 per cent, of all pulpwood 
produced In Canada was mado into/ 
pulp in Canada and 44.3 per cent. 
was exported, chiefly to {be United 
States, in the raw or cordwood state. 
A fow years ago only one-third of the 
pulpwood produced in Canada was 
made Into pul here. 

The proportion of pulp made by 
the chemical processes Is increasing 
as compared with pulp produced by 
the ground-wood process. This is 
gratifying because the pulp thus pro- 
duced is worth about two-and-a-half 
times as much as ground-wood pulp. 
The chemical processes also permit a 
wider range in the selection of tim- 
ber for pulping purposes, an Impor- 
tant factor in bringing into uso as 
many as possible of our madire Can- 
adian trees, 

The above and all the-other facts 
now known about pulpwood and 
wood-pulp production in Canada, are 
contained In the free bulletin “Forest 
Products of Canada, 1914:  Pulp- 
wood,” which bas been complicd by 
the Forestry Branth of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and which has 
been sent to the printer for issue as 
soon as possible, .

* RUSSIANS HOLD HUNS 

LONDON, Sept. 26,—Some of the 
fiercest fighting of the campaign is in 
progress on the Russian front.

CANADA'S WAR BILL. 


Tho Struggle is Costing Roundly 
$300,C90 a Day. “ 


A year of war Las cost Canada 
$90,000,000. ‘The great struggle in 
which many Cansdi ave already 
lald down their lives is also calling 
for great Onancial sacrifices. It is 
costing Canada, in fact, $300,000 a 
day. 

Figuring thia out even more Anely, 
it wil] be apparent that Canadians 
are guing down into their pockets to 
pay the expensca of the present 
struggle at the rate of nearly $13,000 
an bour or about $225 a minute. And 
the atatisticlan who. cares to reduce 
hia calculations to the ultimate unit 
will discovor, of course, that the Can- 
adian nancial war clock is ticking 
at the rate of about $4 per second. 

The total war expenditure up to 
fuly 31, or practically twelve months 
ufler the war was declared on Au- 
gust 4 last year, was $81,750,000. 
Adding to this tho expenditures since 
that date {t will be seen, as stated, 
that so far Canadians have paid the 
veat part of $90,000,000 -for their 
sonvictions, The ratio of expense, 
of course, is going up all the timo as 
sbe Dominion places more and more 
stoops In the field. 

Almost the whole expenditure is 
allftary In character, Canada's navy, 
specially now that German crujscra 
lave becn driven from the sea, cost: 
ug her comparatively very Ittle. Tho 
avy {tems a.e in the equipment and 
apkeep of men at Lome, in England, 
aad at the front. Tho pay of the 
.toops alone costs little lesa than 
$100,000 per day. 

Of the $90,000,000 which con- 
stitutes the total expense of the. war 
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tray with its two bowls of bot soup 
and sicaming little pot of coffee and 
then at each other in dumb surprise.

power ineach oné of us. It will 
manifest itself if we have it. Tho 
frults of the Spirit are love, Joy, 
peace, long suffering, gentleness, 
meekness, faith, sdlf-control. 

Frults and Gifts of the Holy Spirit. 

Are the fruits of the Spirit and tho 
gifts of the Spirit the same? No. 
The early Chirch received the gifts 
of the Spirit in addition. Tho 
Apostle declared that the gifts would 
pass away. (1 Corinthians 13:8, 13.} 
They did pass away whon the Church 
had become fully catablished. Tho 
fruits remained, and these aro far 
more important, Theso fruits, if 
present, arc manifest in the IHife.

“CANADIANS HU HUNGRY FOR 
APPLES 

ecrtine toa lotter just received by 
a Vancouver friend from Private W. 
Bruce, who loft here with the 72nd 
Seaforth Highlanders, First . Contin- 
gent,. the Canadian troops are now well 
anpplied with tobacco,’ but would be 
willing to give nearly anything they 
possess Tor: soma Canadian apples. Pri- 
vate Bruce in bis letter makes an ap- 
peal which opéns'np a new “comforts 
for the soldiers’’ idea. 

Prirate Bruce in his letter says :— 
“Tn billets every morning civilians do 
a rushing business selling fruit, rolls 
and bread. Could you tell the apple- 
Growers of Canada that there is the 
finest market in the world here for 
their fruit. “There are millions of ua 
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with money who would fall all over 
one another trying to buy a decent ap- 


pears, and they are a poor quality. 


Of course we can buy~ canned stuff |: 


(California products), but at exorbi- 
fant prices. Last winter, when | so 
much fruit was rotting, we could 
scarcely ‘get a good apple at Valcar- 
sier, and it was impossible to find one 
in England. While at Berwick-on- 
Tweed last Now Year's I asked a gro- 
cer the price of a box of North Yakima 
apples (second grade). Fourteen shill- 
ings, no less, and if the grocer got 75 
cents he was lucky. 

“We are having it easy just now, 
doing no fighting at all, only holding 
the trenches, which is nothing when 


the other fellow doesn’t ‘try to take 
them. Every day we cook and sleep, 
all work being done at night. The 
Germans plséy the samo game, and. all 
you can hear at night is the noise of 
hammersand*tho thumping of sand- 
bags with shovels. At times it ia hard 
to believe that there is a war on. Tho 
weather is ideal, nico and warm in the 
day, and tho moon shines brightly 
every night. Quite a few of the Van- 
courer fellows are transferring into the 
Army Service Corps, horse transport 
and mechanical transport. Before 
long I will bo a regular stranger in 
this battalion. It scems we are to be 
hero all winter because orders hare 
been sent in for warmer clothing. 
Handkerchiefs are always uscful, also 
8 piece of good face soap or a pack of 
playing cards, as theso things cannot 
be bought here. We haven’t been near 
a town for a long time. / Outside of 
these things we do not want for any- 
thing. The Army is eren supplying us 
with dates, raisins and figs, so you see 
matters have improved a fot.”’ 

In closing, Private Bruce “says: 
“Please don’t forget to Ict the B. C. 
Fruit Growers’ Association know about 
tho apples, because it will help them 
and us. Of course they woukl need to 
hare some white man do tho selling, 
as the civilians here would overcharge 
their own grandmotber.’’

Rergeant Mansfield Saved Life of 
Kitchener's Niece. 


Fit as a Oddie despite the severity 
of his experiences at the time, Ser- 
geant Henry J. Mansfield, tho man 
who saved Lord Kitchener's -nicce 
from drowning, Is at.present with the 
second Canadian contingent at Shorn- 
sllffe. The young man is a gymnas- 
tic Instructor. Thougb not, in true 
story book style, made a colonel on 
the spot, the sergeant will find his 
bravery far from detrimental in his 
career in the army. 

The exploit, of which Mansfeld 
was the hero, happened in the Ber 
mudas several years ago. General 
Kitchener, the War Secretary's‘ bro- 
ther, is In command of : troops on

Attracted by a commotion as he 
Was strolling along the causeway one 
day, Mansfeld hurried over ‘to sce 
the cause. There, he beheld a crowd 
gazing down on the channel below, 


| where someono was drowning. <A 


tittlesboat containing three ladies 
had been caught in the strong tide- 
way. The fragile craft dashed 
against a-coral reef, had thrown its 
occupants into the water. The 
crowd looked’ helplessly on as .the 
unfortunate ladies shouted for help. 

But Mansfield did not hang back, 
{n a trice he was on tho parapet. 
Next he dived straight down the ono 


bundred and twenty fect to the 
water. 
Meanwhile, two of the young 


ladics—strong swimmers—had suc- : 
ceeded In reaching the rocky shores, 
a good one hundred and fifty yards 
away. Their (companion, however, 
was still struggling vainly in the 
strong current, and to her ald Mans- 
fleld burried, presently contriving to 
get her ashore, Then the rescuer 
tried to scramble on to the rocks 
himself, but an arm, fractured in 
the dive, although he had been un- 
aware of the mishap at the time, 
proved useless, and after several 
abortive attempts he slipped back 
into the wates, 

Swept Into the Government Chan- 
nel, he was carricd away by the 
strong tide, out to sen, It was just 
2 o'clock In the afternoon when the 
brave rescue took place. Yet, mar- 
Vellous to ‘relate, at seven o'clock 
thet evenings—five hours later—a 
Pilot boat picked Mansfield up out in 
the ocean, unconsclous, but still 

alive. 

Hurrled to a hospital, the half- 
drowned man lay inscnsible for 24 
days. Nothing short of a marvellous 
constitution pulled-him through, On 
regaining hia senses, Mansfield 
learned that he had saved Miss 
Madge Kitchener. 

A month later when the young man 
had suficlently convalesced, an in- 
vitation arrived for him. General 
Kitchener requested the pleasure of 
his company at an “At Home” ‘at 
that commander's residence. Hero, 
in. the presence of many prominent 
people, the’ General presented him 
with a gold medal and a purse'cf 
gold, on behalf of himself and tho 
British residants in Bermuda. ‘ 

Sergeant Mansfield,’ now busy 
soldier sons, has rescued many lives 
from the water. He is an expert 
swimmer and has won many regi- 
mental and several Canadian cham- 
pionships,

Would Do Well in Manitoba. 


T. Reg. Arkell, Chicf of Sheep and 
Goat Division, Ottawa, in answer to 
queries from a Manitoba correspon- 
dent of The Montreal Herald and 
Family Star, says: “ 

It should bo possible to raise both 
Angora and Milch Goats In Manitoba 
profitably. Tho milch goats especial- 
ly, are accustomed to a cold climate, 
since the most prominent breeds 
come from Switzerland. Angoras aro 
able to adapt themselves fairly suc- 
cess{ully to alpost any condition of 
climate. : 

Goats, like sheep, require high and 
dry land If tho best results are to be 
obtained with them. Therefore, they 
should not-be allowed, if possible, 
upon swamp lands. 

oth ‘Angora and Milch goats can 
be maintained during the winter 
months chiefly upon good clover,or 
alfalfa hay with some oats. In’the 
summer they seldom require other 
feed than pasture. They are actually 
more easily maintained ‘than sheep, 
since they do ngt require such a 
great variety of feed. 

.Angora goats will subsist almost 
entirely upon browse and are conse- 
quently used most profitably’ for 
cleariag lands containing underbush,

A TULAMEEN POETESS 


Mrs. ALLISON HAS LIVED FORTY- 
\ SIX-YEAES IN PRINCETON. ~ 























British Columbia Town is the Home 
of a Remarkable Woman Writer 
Who Went to Live in the Wilds 
Nearly Half a Century Ago—Her 
Chief Work Has Appeared Under 

“the Pen Name of Stratton Mirr. 


T is now forty-six years since Mrs. 
“Allison, the poetess, went to 
settle in the frontier, town of 
Princeton, B.C., amongst the 
Indians, says Estelle M. Kerr in 
Toronto Saturday Night. . Thero were 
four hundred Indians there then, now 
there are but ten, and many graves. 
For many years-she was the only 
white woman fn the valley, and her 
daughter was seventeen before sho 
ever saw a white man, and then she 
was go frightened by the apparition 
that ahe ran away and hid in terror. 
Mrs. Allison was the friend of the 
Indians, and they trusted her and 
told her stories which she translated 
into English verse, Her principal 
work, “Incowmasket,” is the tale of 
a.chief of that name, and of his wives 
and children. lt was published undor 
her pen-name, Sffation Mirr, and the ; 
proceeds of the sale were ‘devoted to 
furnisbing a ward in the Hedley Hos- 
pital, at the gold mines, not far away. 
The Indians trusted her so that 
when they embraced Christianity and 
put up crosses, surmounted by wea- | 
thercocks on their graves to replace 
the quaint old Indian monuments, 
ther gave ber a strange old figure, 
about four feet high, which !s one of \ 
Mrs, Allison’s most cherished posses- 
sions. It stands in the corner of her 
ilving room, and she calls it “‘Dum- 
my.” In fulfilment of her promise 
to the Indians, no one {s allowed to 
make fun of Dummy or laugh at him. 
I bad not the slightest desire to 
laugh, though Dummy has a strange 
tigure, silm of waist and thick of arm, 
but be looks so strange and eerie that 
1am sure evil spirits would fly from 
him and leave the grave he guarded 
unmolested. The tree, from which 
Dummy was carved by stone hatchets 
is quite rotten at the.back, and bis 
feet and the rim of bis bat have been | 
broken away, but his face, with ita 
high cheek-bones and Indian profile, 
though gray and weather-beaten, {is 
unimpaired by the hand of Time, and 
bis brown marble eyes still gleam

Mrs.--Allison- 4s now sixty-eight 
She is small of stature, 
and her curly hair is pure white, 
while her sweet face is intersected by 
a network of wrinkies, but she $s still 
a good horsewoman, and has the only 
alde-saddle In the country; she rides 
by balance, and does not rise from 
the saddle as do the women in the 
East. She is not the only poetess 
who has written of the beautiful 
river Tulameen.on which her home 
stands, for Pauline Johnson In her 
“Indian Legends,” tells a tale of the 
“Red Water’ river which is said to 
be still haunted by the spirit of an 
Indian maiden who gave her life to 
save her love~. 

There is a rallway that connects 
Princeton with the south and bears 
large quantities of cement from the 
works there Into the United States, 
for owing to its situation cement can 
be mined there cheaper than any 
place ‘on the continent, but as yet 
none of the great Canadian railways 
pass through, und traveling Is done 
by means of a motor stage. The fare 
from Merritt to Princeton is twelve 
dollars each, and I sbared the stage 
with a prospector, a commercial tra- 
veler, two miners, and a Chinaman, 
From Princeton to Penticton by way 
of Keremeos, which takes you to the 
Okanagan lakes, Is only seven dol- 
Jars, but part of. the trip is made by 
train. Still the drives were worth 
the money, even if Princeton had 
been quite devoid of charm, these 
driver were a necvor-to-be-forgotten 
experience, We wound through cool 
deep valleys, beside tinkilng brooks, 
up mountain asides, dashed around 
corners on roads that were but 
shelves carved in the face of a pre- 
cipice, then through a pass so nar- | 
row tbat the sun never enters, where | 
black giant Or trees met above our | 
heads, then out beside a sunlit lake 
bigh up fn the cool mountain top, on 
through a deserted village where 
once they mined for gold. There was 
the store, the hotel, and the shacks, 
just as they bad Ieft them. One 
would say the population slept. On,, 
on through mountains, valleys, for- 
ests we dashed. Ob, this wonderful 
Province of British Columbia! 

“Come from the East, do you?” 
sald the prospector to me. “So did I. 
You satay a little while and you'll 
over want to go home. This sort of 
thing gets you!” . 

But with fares of that magnitude 
between them and the'main line, I 
don't wonder that the Inhabitants of 
Princeton feel a ttle bit shut off 
from the rest of the world. But one 
cannot feel very far from civilization 
while u ple nesyraph next door Is gty- 
ing out the latest gongs, and by step- 
ping across the street to the Ilttle 
white building, you can see Mrs. 
Pankhurst busy at ber usual occupa- 
uon of getting arrested, President 
Poincare paying a visit of state, and 
a recent German aeroplane race, to 
say nothing of a faithful reprod 
tlon of Napoleon's retreat from M 
cow—In the cinematograph. 

All these views were, of course, 
“before tLe war” attractions, many 
months before tho great Europnan

“There are many men In the Yu- 
kon who would be glad to enlist were 
it not necessary to pay their uwn 
transportation charges to Vancouver 
in order to be able to do so,” said 
Bsibop 1, 0, Stringer of the Yukon 
territory. Bishop Stringer was in To- 
‘ronto at the General Synod’ of the 
Anglican Church In Toronto recently. 

One feels somewhat: of the eager- 
ness and strength of the men of the 
Yukon in the strong enthusiasm of 
Yukon’s manly bishop when ho 
speaks of the efforts of Yukon men to 
get to the front. “One man, named 
Watt,” the bisbop continued, “left his 
job as a telegraph lineman for the 
Yukon Gold Company, journeyed to 
Vancouver at his own expense, and 
there joined Elliott's Horse, When 
he found that Elliott's Horse would 
not soon go to the front, he left, 
went to Montreal, worked his paas- 
age to England on a cattle boat, and 
there joined the Strathcona Horse, 
thus completing a journey of about 
10,000 miles practically at his own 
cost. It is quite right to say that 
this is algnificant of the spirit of the 
Yukon. There are many men of the 
Mounted Police in the Yukon who are 
just crary to go and serve, but théy 
are not allowed to go. Until such 
Telme, too, as there ig a dearth of men 
from the cities on the-coast, when the 
Canadian Government will be willing 
to pay for the transportation charges 
of soldiers from the Yukon, men will 
not come to the colors from that ter- | 
ritory in as large numbers as they 
otherwise would.”” 

Referring to general conditions fn 
the Yukon, the bishop sald: “The de- 
pression is not being felt in the 
Yukon like some other sections, As 
mining Is the chief industry, gold is 
always at par, with a greater de- 
mand than ever.

HUNDREDS OF PARCELS. 





For Prisoners of War at Giessen, 
Writes Private Raper. 

A prisoner of war at Glessen, Ger- 
many, Private Alfred F. Raper, of the 
First Canadian Contingent, wrote re- 
cently aa follows to his parents:* 

“I bave been getting plenty of 
mall and parcels the last two weeks 
from all over. Live like a prince. 
Two parcels from you last night with 
the jelly, pickles, and horse radish. 
There are hundreds, and perhaps 
thousands of parcels arriving here 
every week. They get knocked 
around pretty much. This is the 
first letter 1 have had a chance’ to 
write for a month. I can tell by 
your letters that you are worrying 
and fretting all the time. For 
heaven's sake, don’t do that. What 
good will it do? Iam allright. All 
you have to do Is to be contented 
and wait. How nice everything will 
be when we all get bomo again. All 
I am looking forward to Is getting 
home again; you must do the same. 

“I have not received any monoy 
inat you sent. You see, {it is taken 
out here, and they glve us books of 
stamps, from which we get the full 
value figured down to less than a 
cent, That all takes time, but I will 
get every cent of it some time soon.- 

“You bave sent me everything that 
I could wish for, and I necded them 
all, too, but you forgot a shaving out- 
fit .However, 1 can buy a razor 
when I get the money, I have had 
only four sbaves Jn three months, 
Some have not shaved at all." 

Toward the last of his letter Pte. 
Raper gives the addresses of several 
people on the other side of the At- 
lantic who have sent him parcels. 
To save-time he asked his mother to 
write them. Onc of the donors lives 
in Spain, another In Switzerland, ao 
third in Italy, while still others are In 
England. 


Studying Live Stock Situation, 


Dr. H.S. Arkell, Assistant Live 
Stock Cammissioner, and Mr, J, Pep- 
per, who was recently appointed to 
take charge of the Markets Branch of 
the Department of Agriculture, have 
been making an iuiportant tour of 
Western Canada with a view to study- 
ing methods of development of tho 
live stock industry. They have made 
Particular attention to the question 
of better marketing of live stock, the 
possibility of the erection of public 
abattoirs and other problems connect- 
ed with the industry. The markets 
branch of the department, it is pro- 
posed, will do the same work for the 
farmer and breeder as the Trade and 
Commerce Department does for the 
Canadian manufacturer, It will en- 
deavor to bring the producer and con- 
sumer closer together, to point the 
way to new markets, to give Inform- 
ation on distribution methods and, 
generally, to assist the farmer in se- 
curldy a better market. 


Strawberrics in August. 

To cultivate strawberry plants so 
that they will bear from August until 
tho frost comes, has been the feat of 
Mr. Thomas McGilicuddy, 72 Bart- 
lett avenue, Toronto, of the Ontarlo 
Department of Agriculture. Mr. Mc- 
Gillicuddy has about two dozen 
bushes bearing fruit in hia gardon. 
They are known as everbearing ber- 
ties. They grow in clusters of half 
a dozen berries to a bunch. The bar- 
tlea aro now lgfge, ripe, and luscious. 
Mr. McGilllcuddy says theso berries 
may soon be cultivated as they are 
now beyond the freak or fad style.

The writer believes that as a result 
of the war the moral training of 
young girls will be changed.

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Yukon Man Was Bound to Join the 
British Army. 


“There are many men in tho Yu- 
kon who would be glad to enlist were 
It not necessary :to pay their own 
transportation charges to Vancouver 
in order to be a to do so,” sald 
Bsihop 1. O. Stringer of the Yukon 
territory. Bishop Stringer was in To- 
ronto at the General Synod of the 
Anglican Church in Toronto recently, 

One feels somewhat of the cager- 
Bess and strength of the men of tho 
Yukon in the strong enthusiasm of 
Yukon’s manly bishop when - he 
speaks of the efforts of Yukon men to 
get to the front. ‘One man, named 
Watt,” the bishop continued, “left his 
job as a telograph lineman for the 
Yukon Gold Company, journeyed to 
Vancouver at his own expense, and 
there joined Elliott’s Horse, When 
he found that Ellfott’s Horse would 
not soon g0 to the front, ho left, 
went to Montreal, worked his pass- 
age to England on 2 cattle boat, and 
there joincd the Strathcona Horse, 
thus completing a journey of about 
10,000 miles practically at his own 
cost. It is quite right to say that 
this is significant of the spirit of the 
Yukon. There aro many men ofthe 
Mounted Police in the Yukon who aro 
just crazy to go and serve, but they 
are not allowed to go. Until such 
time, too, as there is a dearth of men 
from the citics on the coast, when the 


Ganadian Government will be willing 


to pay for the transportation charges 
of soldiers from the Yukon, men will 
not come to the colors from that ter- 
ritory in as large numbers as they 
otherwise would.”

Alfalfa is a more conspicuous crop 
at Enderby than the figures given of 
total production ~-would indicate, 
Acrsages on Individual farms are not 
large, but nearly every farm has its 
reliable alfalfa patcb, ; 

An alfalfa mill was established at 
this place last fall and turned out 
around 100 tons, selling it -to stock- 
raisers in the interior from $20 to 
$25 a ton. In feeding value alfalfa 
meal closely approaches bran . and 
farmers effected a great saving vy 
feeding the former. The past winter 
of course bran has been selling for 
around $40 a ton. On one farm 
where there was « big bunch of hogs, 
the meal was used in combination 
with barley chop with success. 

It is quite eazy te predict great In- 
creases in the British Columbia al- 
falfa acreage. Studying agricultural 
economics in the past, it is apparent 
why alfalfa, though a flourishing 
crop, wes not more extensively seed- 
ed. The interior farmers kept little 
Hye stock, because hay farming was 
much more profitable. When hay 
commands $18 to $25 a ton in the 
open market, it is rather dimcult to 
make more out of it by feeding to
